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THE TREATY 
BLIND SENATE PARTISANS 
VOTE AGAINST 1T. 

THE VOTE 27 TO 30—AN OMINOUS CLOS- 
ING SCENE-—-FACTS ABOUT THE BUR- 
DENSOME SURPLUS. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 21.—To the believer 
in omens who discovers in physical signs 
indications of things to come, there may 
have been in the strange darkness that 
settled over the Senate Chamber this -after- 
noon, just after the fisheries treaty had 
been rejected, an oppressive menace of 
evil. The vote had been taken and 
the result declared. The afternoon had 
been a gloomy one, but now the gloom 
deepened until the Senate Chamber was so 
dark that the gaslights were needed. When 
the gloom was deepest there was a vivid. 
flash of lightning and a crash of thunder 
long drawn out. It wasa dramatic closing 
of the long-continued contest, maintained 
on one side for party advantage and on the 
other with a steadfast purpose of bringing 
to an honorable settlement a dispute that 
has been the cause of irritation for many 
years and that may cause greater irritation 
for years to come. 

Guided by the spirit of petty partisanship 
which has governed every act of the Repub- 
lican majority of the Senate since Mr. 


Cleveland became President, and prompted 
by a desire to discredit the Democratic 
Administration without regard to the gen- 
eral interests of the country, the Repub- 
lican Senators voted solidly against the 
ratification of the fishery treaty and that 
instrument was formally rejected. It had 
been well advertised that the final vote was 
to be taken to-day, but it was so 
well understood that the treaty would 
fail by a straight party vote that very lit- 
‘ tle interest was taken in the proceedings, 
and the galleries held onty the usual small 
number of midsummer visitors. The at- 
tevdance of Senators was, however, much 
larger than usual, for as the treaty had 
been discussed on party lines both Demo- 
crats and Republicans wanted to be record- 
ed in the final vote. Few of them paid at- 
tention to the closing remarks of Mr. Mor- 
gan, for they were there simply to vote. 
Mr. Quay hadi left his arduous duties as 
chief director of the Republican campaigu 
long enough to run over from New-York to 
vote against the treaty, and_ inei- 
dentally to impress his anti-tariff- 
bill views upon the Finance Committee, 
and Mr. Gorman was on hand to offset the 
Pennsylvania vote with his own. Mr. Sher- 
man, Mr. Hoar, and Mr. Evarts, who had 
been conspicuous in making the treaty a 
party question, were in their seats to be 
‘in at the death,” while the Democratic 
leaders were also ready to give the treaty 
their support. Mr. Morgan timed his clos- 
ing speech so well that when 12 o’clock 
came and the presiding officer announced 
that the discussion had ended, he had said 
all he wished. Ne 

The first matter to be decided by vote was 
the motion made by Mr. Gibson some time 
ago to refer the treaty back to the Foreign 
Relations Committee with instructions to 
report such amendments as would do away 
with any ambiguities or detects there might 
be in the document, or else to report a plan 
for the arbitration of all differences between 
the United States and Great Britain con- 
cerning the fisheries. This, of course, was @ 

roposition that the Republicans would not 
isten to. They did not want to make a 
better treaty or any treaty whatever, 
so all the Republicans who were 
not paired on the subject veted against a 
recommittal, and the motion was lost by 
the party vote of 29 to 31. Then the 
treaty was read by sections for proposed 
amendments. When Article XL was reached 
Mr. Gray ofiered an amendment giving 
American vessels facilities to purchase 
needful and casual provisions and supplies 
in Canadian ports at all times. This, of 
course, was rejected, but not until Mr. 
Chandler, who once aspired to be the Re- 
publican boss of the Senate, had. seized a 
chance to show that he cared little 
for Senatorial courtesy. Mr. Gray started 
te say that he offered the amendment be- 
cause there were differences as to the 
meaning of the language of the paragraph, 
pat Mr. Chandler interrupted with an ob- 
jection to what he called ‘‘debate” on the 
amendment. Mr. Ingalls sustained the ob- 
jection, and Mr. Gray was not permitted te 
finish his sentence. No other amendments 
were proposed, and when the last article of 
the convention had been read the question 
was at once put on the formal resolution 
that the Senate ratify and agree to the 
treaty. Both Republicans and Democrats, 
asked for a yea and nay vote, and when it 
had been taken Mr. Ingails announced 
that 27 Senators having voted in the 
affirmative and 30 in the negative, the res- 
olution was defeated, not having received 
the necessary two-thirds majority. A mo- 
ment later the Senate took up routine legis- 
lative business, and the consideration of 
the fishery treaty was at an end. 

The vote on the ratification of the treaty 
should have been 28 to 30, but Mr. Voor- 
hees, who had stepped out of the chamber 
while the last of the treaty was being read, 
did not return in time to go on the record 
with his Democratic colleagues. The de- 
tailed vote is as follows, Republicans being 
in roman and Democrats in italics:

Secretary Bayard said to a reporter to- 
night that usage did not require that this 
Government should inform Great Britain of 
the rejection of the treaty. The British 
Government would receive its knowledge of 
the treaty’s rejection through tht announce- 
ments in the newspapers. The Seeretary 
said that he considered the Senate’s action 
® misfortune, but declined to state what 
the future course of the Government would 
be. Whether the action taken to-day was 
to be construed as an intimation that any 
treaty which might be negotiated would be 
rejected or that the particular treaty 
under consideration did not meet the 
Senate’s approval was a matter of indi- 
vidual opinion upon which the Senators 
themselves were more competent to express 
an opinion than he. The President still 
had the powers conferred upon him by the 
Constitution, and would exercise those 
powers for the good of the country. Al- 
though the treaty has been rejected, the 
Sserstary said the modus vivendi still con- 
tinued in force, and our fishermen were en- 
titled to take out licenses under it within 
two years from the date the treaty was 
signed by the British and American Com- 
missioners, unless by action of the council 
and proclamation by the Governor-General 
of Canada it should be terminated before 
that time. The licenses taken out weuld 
run for one year from the date of issye, and 
would protect the fishermen for that length 
of time. ee 


Very promptly upou the heels of the an- 
nouncement that Senator Allison had dis- 
covered that there would be no occasion 


for reporting a tariff bill because the ap- 
propriation made by Congress will: use up 
ali bat about $13,000,000 of the revenues 
for the fiscal year comes the report from the 
Finance Committee that the Senate Tariff 
bill will not be ready for a month—cer- 
tainly not before Sept. 15. By that time 
this last “‘scare” of the Republicans will 
have been tried upon the country, and an 
opportanity will have becn afforded the 
Republicans to abandon it if it 1s 
fonnd to be useless for their cam- 
paign purposes. No one will neglect 
to notice that the surplus on June 30 
wag $103,000,000, and thatit is accumu- 
lating all the time that Congress is appro- 
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Harber bill, an increase of pensions, reck- 
less public building appropriations and. 
other items, the appropriations, will be less 
than the receipts for this year alone by 
about $30,000,000. Still, the $103,000,000 
surplus will remain unimpaired, and to it 
will be added the surplus that will accumu- 
late through overtaxation. The Treasury 
people estimate that’ with all the ex- 
penditures called for by appropria- 
tion bills, and the amounts paid for 
bonds purchased at. a premium, there 
will be not less than $120,000,000 surplus 
on June 30, 1889. Mr. Mills, who has just 
come back from a West Virginia meeting 
where he delivered a strong tariff reform 
speech to an audience composed chiefly of 
miners, is not quite satisfied to accept with- 
out criticism the figures supplied by Mr. Ran- 
dall’s clerk of the Avpropeinsions Committee 
and by Mr. Randall’s fellow-protectionists 
in the Senate, and has apphed to the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury foras early.a state- 
ment as possible of the present and pro- 
1 financial condition of the Govern- 
ment. 

The Senators who are to get up the Tariff 
bill listened to-day to a gentleman from 
Pittsburg who desires to have a tax of 
2 6-10 cents a pound put upon tin plate. 
There is not a sheet of tin plate made at 
So yer There were imported in 1887, 
570,643,389 pounds of it, for which, at 1 
cent per pound the consumers paid the 
$5,706,433 added to to its cost in duties 
which added to the cost of every tin article 
in use. Mr. Mills has puttin plate on the 
free list, taking off the present duty of 1 
cent a pound. If the Pittsburg demand 
for a tax of 2 6-10 cents a pound 
should be allowed by the Senate it would 
impose upon the country, assuming that 
the importation of tin plate should not in- 
crease, but only remain the same as in 
1887, an addition to the cost of tin plate of 
about $9,000,000. The men who look f 
the Senate for this “profection” hope to be 
set up in business at an expense to all the 
‘consumers of the country of about $10,000,- 
000 a year. Mr. Mills, on the other hand, 
proposes to relieve the country of this 

6,000,000 of tax already imposed, and he 
will not hurt an American industry, for the 
simple fact that there'is no American man- 
facturer of tin plate. 


The Illinois Republicans here, who are 
telling of great preparations in their State 
for the reception of Mr. Blaine, are hoping 
that he will take a revised version of his 
trust speech to the West with him when he 
starts on his travels. They say that the 
Portland trust speech has already provoked 
outspoken denunciation from Republican 
papers in Tipe oe and that there is danger 
that he will do harm whether he reiterates 
it, which will be disastrous, or takes it back 
as ajoke, which would strengthen an im- 
pression already formed that he is tricky. 


The Treasury Department to-day paid out

THEY SEH IT ALL NOW. 





LIKELY TO BE A HEAVY BLOW AT AMER- 
ICAN FISHERMEN. 

Boston, Aug. 21.—However conflicting 
heretofore may have been the opinions of Bos- 
ton owners of fishing vessels and fish dealers 
relative to the fishery treaty rejected by the Ssn- 
ate to-day, they are now inclined to feel sorry 
that it has ended in this way, and to regard 
more leniently what some of them considered 
objectionable features of the treaty. At least 
that was the impression left upon the mind of 
THE TIMES’s correspondent after talking a fow 
minutes with several leading owners and fish 


buyers around the wharves shortly after the 
fate of the treaty was definitely de- 
cided. These men, deeply interested in the 
prosperity of the fisheries, talked like those 
trom whose eyes the scales had fallen. They 
appeared to realize for the first time that the 
rejection of the treaty might leave their inter- 
ests in bad shape, and perhaps work immediate 
iajury. Fresh fish ter immediate consumption 
are admittec duty free, and the provinoials 
coutrol the fishing grounds. By a department 
ruling, tish slack-salted on the voyage during 
which they are caught are also admitted free of 
duty within the meaning of thelaw. Under these 
circumstances the large fishiug interests in this 
city have eause fer alarm. With no treaty in 
operation the New-England fishermen are at 
the mercy of the provincials, who, from their 
commanding position under existing laws, can 
tleod eur markets. 

At present the majority of the fishermen em- 
ployed on the New-Enrgland fishing vessels are 
aliens frem the British provinces, and just as 
they have supplanted American fishermen in 
American vessels, so it is believed here will the 
Canadian fleet supplant the Ameriean fleet in 
the control of the North Atiantie tisheries. The 
Canadiaps, already prepared for the rejection of 
the treaty, are equally ready and willing to catch 
tish for the export trade. Such are the opinions 
very generally expressed by the vessel owners 
here, and the majority of the leaiing fish hand- 
lers in Boston are agreed that the rejection of 
the treaty is of inestimable advantage to the 
fishermen of Canada anda heavy blow at the 
New-England industry. In this, doubtiess, they 
differ materially with the Gloncester vessel 
owners. : 





WHITE OAPS DISBANDING. 

NEw-ALBANY, Ind., Aug. 21.—A gentle- 
man from Crawford County, now in the city, 
says: ‘“Itis knewn that the White Cap organ- 
ization in Crawford County held a meeting near 
Marietta a few nights ago, and after a heated 
discussion resolved to disband the organization. 
This action is said to have been brought about 
by the fear that Attorney-General Michener 
had beeome advised of the inside workings of 
the organization through some of the members 
who had been promisea immunity on condition 
that they give up all the facts conzected with 
the many outrages committed in that courgty, 


and also in Orange County, by the Regulators, 
or White Caps. The gentleman says that the 
people are thoroughly aroused over the outrages, 
and that the White Caps will be compelied to 
huat their holes if the Governor will shew a 
bold front and aid them in their work. All that 
is needed 1s to assure the people of protection, 
and there will be penty of men ready to testify 
te facts and the identity of parties engaged in 
the work of regulating the community. Itis 
said that there will be some startling develop- 
ments in afew days.” - 


CONTRABAND OHINAMEN SEIZED. 

Toronto, Ontario, Aug. 21.—The cus- 
toms authorities have seized three Chinamen 
who eame from Vanceuver by authority from 
Victoria. It was telegraphed here that they 


were contraband, having entered the country 
without paying duty. Fellow-ceuntrymen guar- 
anteed their appeafance when called for, and 
they were paroled.

SOME OF THE DESERTERS 


ALLIES TO WHOM THE RE- 
PUBLIOANS ARE WELOOHME. 
HOW THE CRY OF “BRITISH FREE 
TRADE” IS SERVING TO PURIFY THE 

DEMOCRATIC PARTY IN THIS STATE, 

BUFFALO, Aug. 21.—Curious to know 
more than the Republican newspapers are 
willing to print concerning some of the por- 
sons who have “‘ratted” from the Democ- 
racy at this end of tho State, and the polit- 
ical effect of their action, I made inquiries 
particularly in those localities where, ac- 
cording to the scare lines of the newspapers, 
‘*profound sensations” have been created. 
Judging from the results of these inquiries, 
the cry of “British free trade” has had a 
very happy effect upon the Democratic 
Party hereabout. It has operated as a sort 
of vermifuge, and lecal organizations which 
have been affected the most by its use are 
becoming healthier in consequence. 

Take the case of Vedder C. Reynolds, 
Chairman of the Democratic County Com- 
mittee of ‘Cattaraugus, who was widely 
advertised as an old-line Democrat who 
couldn’t endure the British free trade 
notions of his own party, and who had 
therefore come out for Harrison and Mor- 
ton. The facts show that this hard-shell 
brother was not nauseated by free trade a 
moment too soon. Indeed, had he delayed 
24 hours longer and shown a disposition to 
stand upon the order of his going, the 
“ British free traders” would have pitch- 
forked him over into the other camp. Rey- 
nolds was elected Chairman of the County 
Committee for the campaign of 1887. Rumors 
unpleasantly suggestive began to be heard 
after the campaign was’ over regarding the 
funds that had been placed in his posses- 
sion. The desire to know what had become 
of a certain $250 grew so general that the 
Secretary undertook to get a meeting of 
the committee in April last to inquire into 
the matter. Notices were mailed, but Rey- 
nelds countermanded the call and no meet- 


ing was held. Another meeting was called 
for the 21st of July. The Chairman failed 
to appear upon that occasion. Secretary 
Dowd and State Committeeman Hudson 
Ansley preferred against him the charge 
thathe had ‘converted to his own use” 
and had not applied to ‘‘the benefit of the 
party” the sum of $250, and the committee 
adjourned for a week to give’the Chair- 
man an opportunity to meet the Caatee. 
It was about this time that Reynolds 
began to inspect British free trade, 
and having, it is supposed, given the sub- 
ject thoughtful attention for three days 
and three nights, he concluded. that protec- 
tion insured benefits never before contem- 
plated by him. He would not meet that 
committee therefore, but instead would 
henceforth throw his whole soul into the 
campaign for Harrison and Morton. He 
accordingly wrote a letter to the committee 
resigning his office as Chairman. The com- 
mittee finished the work he had so thotght- 
fully begun by expelling him from member- 
ship altogether and ordering its Secretary 
to publish as the feason for its course that 
Reynolds had not seen fit te appear and 
answer the charge of -having ‘stolen 
trust. funds.” What must make tho 
man’s sudden conversion all the more 
gratifying to Mr. Harrison, and doubtless 
to Mr. Morton, is the fact that he had al- 
ready made one speech for Cleveland and 
tariff reform and had. planned to make oth- 
ers, Three theories are.under discussion re- 
garding this remarkable parallel tothe case 
of a well-known Biblical character. One is 
that Reynolds was afraid of the committee, 
another that he is afraid of British free 
trade, and the third, much believed in by 
his nearest and dearest friends, that, hav- 
ing become fully impregnated with the bve- 
lief that the Republicans are in favor of 
free whisky, no power on earth could pre- 
vent his joining a party with that in pros- 

ect. But it is perhaps best. to be charita- 

le and pay a tribute to the perspicacity of 
the Republican press by conceding that 
British free trade did the business in Mr. 
Reynolds’s case. 

The little village of Medina in Orleans 
County furnishes two cases of Democrats 
who only recently discovered that they 
were journeying along in the same company 
with the British free-trade spook, where- 
upon they took to their heels and began to 
loudly halloo for Harrison and Morten. One 
of them is a clever young lawyer upon 
whom ex-Senator Pitts leaus when a little 
weary and the legal problems involved are 
not too complex. His name is Leon M. 
Sherwood. In common with many 
members of his party who have be- 
lieved the earth was their heritage 
since 1884, Mr. Sherwood has been a 
little surprised, not to say pained, 
that the fullness thereof has not been all 
distributed in Western New-York. He didn’t 
want much himself. He couldn’t expect 
half of the cucumber, or even a_ slice 
from its juicy middle portion; the tip end 
would be sutificient for him; and he waited 
and waited and waited, but Dan Lockwood 
had all of Erie County on his back pawing 
and pulling and hauling for the two or 
three little positions of Assistant District 
Attorney within his gift. Under the cir- 
cumstances a really humane and generous 
man would have forgiven the Democracy, 
and especially Mr. Lockwood, for forget- 
ting to drag Orleans County for bright 
young lawyers, but Mr. Sherwood 
sternly refused to be comforted, Mr. 
Pitts, remembering the responsibilities 
devolving upon him. as his partner 
and as the Republican leader of 
Orleans besides, drew him a ss pict- 
ure when the campaign opened, painting 
British freé trade in vermilion colors. 2 
Sherwood is so badly scared that he will 
wear a Harrison cape, carry a Morton tin 
torch and help trundle a log cabin through 
the mire of Medina until after election 
day. And then if the Republicans don’t 
give him Mr. Lockwood’s own position, they 
too will be charged with rank ingratitude 
and threatened with the loss of a deserter 
when the next campaign comes around. 

Mr. Billy B. Aris is another Medina Dem- 
ocrat who has honored the party with an 
application for office and been disappointed. 

he Rechester Democrat and Chronicle gave 
complete “specifications as to his stand- 
ing in speaking of him: as “a prominent 
leader in Orleans County politics and a life- 
long, Democrat.” Mr. Aris thus cheerily 
sums up the situation: “Grover and his 
British free-trade attachment are too much 
for me.” And yet thisis the same Grover 
upen whom he called in Washington some 
time ago, bearing a token of friendship and 
respect. It was upon paper and it indicated 
that the bearer was a man well qualified 
to fill the office of Postmaster at 
Medina. To it was signed the name 
of George Raines, the chief of the Iroquois, 
now diligently sppiyin himself to the law 
in Rochester. . Aris failed in his mission 
for reasons tolerably well known to the 
business mon of Medina. Twenty-four 
hours after he succumbed to an interviewer, 
and the country had been informed that 
another convert had been made to Harrison 
and Morton. Mr, Aris was tugging away at 
the halyards of a Harrison, Morton, and Hill 
banner, funds for the purchase and hoisting 
of which are suspected of having trickled 
down the stairway of ex-Senator Pitts’s 
office, Having some concern in the Gov- 
ernor’s canvass, I naturally pagaleas if he, 
too, was an ardent ‘admirer of. our Execu- 
tive. Not he. He candidly declared that 
he didn’t care a last year’s ham for the 
Governor, but he believed he could win 
over some other Democrat by flying these 
colors. He boasted to his new party asso- 
ciates how, when he had taken off his coat, 
he had performed prodigious service in 
manipulating the purchasable vote, and if 
he is half the expert he claims to™ be his 
qualifications will insure him an exalted 
aanion in the or ap ranks, say some- 
where near 0 n -Mr, or- 
ton’s barl. Yes, Puddeed, British 
free trade is terribly demoralizing in 

Orleans County. — prostrated

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missioner last Fallin a Republican strong- 
hold, He was «# strong and hearty man 
when he emerged from that race and en- 
tered another in which he was equally un- 
successful. So enfeebled did his constitu- 
tion become, upon learning that_he had not 
secured an appointment in the Buffalo Cus- 
tom House, that it yielded to the insidious 
attack of British free trade, and Harrison 
and Morton are relied upon to make hima 
well man again. 

Right here in Buffalo British free trade 
has had a worse effect upon two esteemed 
citizens than an_ attack of delirium 
tremens could possibly have. I refer to 
Messrs. Thomas Collins: and Thomas 
Murphy, who were welcomed to the ranks 
of Harrison and Morton the other day with 
all the pomp and ceremony that can be 
thrown into a half-column head of job type. 
Both these gentlemen belong to that nu- 
merous class known as “the boys.” Mr. 


Collins is better known in New-York than’ 


here in Buffalo, so it would seem, for 
he was recently introduced to the public 
of that city through a communication 
addressed by him to the editor of the New- 
York Sun, in which he complained that he 
was an ex-Cleveland man because of his 
love for American industries. He forgot to 
state that hisrealailment was British free 
trade, induced by overexertion in the effort 
to procure the office of lnspector of Steam 
Vessels in this district. I+¢ is said that Mr. 
Collins yielded with vositive abhorrence to 
the treatment of the. Chinese Civil Service 
Commission, and although he demonstrated 
to its members that he knew the difference 
between a tea kettle and atomato can he 
failed to receive the appointment. 

The symptoms of Mr. Murphy’s complaint 
were similar to those of Mr. Collins. He 
lost his pull, grew heated, then chills set in,

LIKE THE FLOOD OF OLD 


THE CITY TRANSFORMED INTO 
A VAST PUDDLE. 

THE HEAVIEST RAINFALL OF THE YEAR 
AND AN ECCENTRIC DOWNPOUR THAT 
NONE COULD ESCAPE. 

“Did you. get caught in the rain?” 
was the question that every dripping, rain- 
soaked citizen put to every other arenched and 
disconsolate individual whom he chanced to 
meet under some temporary er more comfort- 
able shelter last night. It was almost as exas- 
‘perating as that other inquiry: “Is it hot enough 
fer you?” for everybody whe was out had got 
eaught in the hardest rain of the season. 

It began to rain in the morning, but just after 
noor the clovds broke a little, and there were 
prospects of clearing weather. Hopés of sun- 
shine were vain, however, for a little after 2 
o’clock rain began falling again with a steadi- 
ness that meant business, and toward the latter 
part of the afternoon the shower of the morning 
had developed into a deluge. Rain fell in 
sheets, making torrents ef the gutters, 
pools in the poorly-paved streets, and 
graumblers of everybody in’ the city who 
was forced to be out of doors. Men leaped 
from street cars and dashed under awnings, 
completely dismayed at the downpour which, 
in a quick transit from street tocurb, had soaked 
their clothing through. It was a cold, disagree- 
able rain, too, which chilled the marrow in the 
bones of those whose clothing became saturated. 
At the ferries the grumblers were legion, and a 
dripping, growling set of travelers were those 
who left or came into the city last night. 

The storm was general over a vast extent ef 
Unele Sam’s domains, and was attended with 
a greater rainfall than any other day this year. 
It began down in the neighborhood of Texas on 
Menday, and at 8 that evening was central at 
Memphis, Tonna., with the barometer at 29.46, 
and the storm tending northeastward. At 8 
o’clock yesterday morning the storm-centre had 
reached Louisville, and the barometer was still 
at 29.46. At 8 o’clock last night the storm 
was central at New-York City, with every 
prospect of its reaching Nova Scotia 
by 8 o’clock this morning. Except in the 
extreme Northwestern and Southeastern States 
every point east of the Missouri River Was 
visited with rain. Agcording to reports te- 
ceived at the signal station on the roof ef the 
Equitable Building Pittsburg had the heaviest 
fall of rain of the day. Between 8 A. M. and 8 
P. M. there fell 3 inchesat Pittsburg, as against 
2.35 inches in New-York City for the same 
time. Butinthe hour and a quarter after 8 
o’cleck last vight there fell in New-York City 
-95 inch, makiog the rainfall in this city 
for 1344 hours, between 8 A. M. and 9:15 P. M., 
3.30 inches. The temperature and relative 
humidity, as recorded at the weather signal 
bureau, were as follows:

Toward evening the wind, which had been 
gusty allday ana blowing at from 8 te 16 miles 
an hour, increased gradually, until at 7:30 16 
blew for full tive minutes at the rate of 35 niles 
an hour. After thatit fell away again to from 
8 to.24 miles in gusts and putfs. Only slight in- 
dieations of electricity attended the storm, a 
tew flashes of Nghtning and thunder eccurring 
in the vicinity of New-York at about 9 o'clock 
last night. 

The storm was nearly at ita height at about 
closing time for business last evening, and thou- 
sands of persons were caught out thoroughly 
unprepared for it. Even such as had provided 
themselves with umbrellas and mackintoshes 
found these but poor defenses against the se- 
verity of the blast. The wind seemed to blow 
from all directions and te drive the rain like 
canister into every expose place. While a 
man might be slowly bending his way 
against the blast with every precaution taken 
against surprises, the wind woffld sudden- 
ly cease blowing from before him 
and a blast would come from above and behind 
him and turn his umbrella inside out and pour 
a few pailfuls of water—temperuturé 66°—dewn 
bisspinal column. ‘There was no getting away 
fromit. The guards on the ridge cars notwith- 
Standing they were swatbed’in rubber coats of 
mail, were saturated to their skins, and the 
bridge and elevated railroad platforms that are 
fairly well protested from ordinary storma, 
Swam in the waters that wece carried into 
every appreachable crevice by the tierce winds 
that blew. 

rh who sought refuge inthe street cars 
were likewise disuppointed. Forif the ventila- 
tors were left open fur the admission of fresh 
air,.the rain in its freshness came also and 
drenvhed all the occupants. And if the ventila- 
tors were closed the heat and humidity in com- 
bination started sueh streams of perspiration as 
readered the ¢lothing almost as muist and op- 
pressive. Thus many a dress was ruined ere 
the shelter ef the home was reached and many 
a coat will be worn with puekers and wrinkles 
that was before an example of art. 

But the storm did not bring injury and dis- 
coinfort alone. The streets of New-York re- 
ceived a wholesome drencking, and this mern- 
ing at least Commissioner Coleman may “point 
with pride” to the streets of the city as an evi- 
dence of the effectiveness of his administration 
of the Department of Street Cleaning, while the 
men who sweep the streets by contract will 
transfer the expenses of a week’s work to 
the profit side of their ledgers. From 
a sanitary standpoint the rain haa 
also been of great benelit tothe city. In the 
Gensely-populated parts of the east and west 
sides the narrow lanes and alleys had begun 
te reok under the hot sun ef last week and the 
atmosphere was tainted with fevorish effiuvia 
and sleep-destreying odors. All these streets 
and stagnant spots were given a thorough 
washing out and the enervatea inhabitants 
will find their ate more refreshing and will be 
generaily impreved by the sterm. 

Along the river and harbor fronts some dam- 
age was done, and in the suburbs the market 
gardeners will dislike going into their tieids 
until the floods shal! have subsided. In West 
and South streets many of the basements were 
tlooded,and the stocks of merchandise containea 
in them suffered serious injury and deprecia- 
tion. The strong easterly wind dreve the tide 
aloug the south shore of Staten Island way 
above high water mark, flooding the basements 
of many of the -houses and stores along the 
shere. Fora short time telegraph commanica- 
tion with the Northeast was interrupted, but 
was subsequently restored. The full extent of 
the damage by the storm will probably not be 
known for a@ day or two. 

At midnight last night the ruin was still fall- 
ing and the wind had pereeptitle freshéned, 
while the temperature had fallen several de- 

rees. But the prognosticators at the Weather 

ureau promised clearing weather, with sta- 

tlomary or slightly higher temperature for New- 
York to-day, to be followed by clearer weather. 
The same authority prophesied that this storm 
would be centralin Neva Scotia this merning 
and would leave terra tirma from there and 
take a trip across the Atlantic, kicking up an 
awfal rumpus on ite way, and exhaust itself 
about Friday and Saturday en the United King- 
dom of Great Britain and Ireland. 

Coney Islanders pronounced yesterday and 
last night the most dismal and the bleackest 
day at that resort since the season opened,, the 
only visitors during the day being an excursion 
party from points in New-Jersey. Last night 
the wind blew a perfect gale, and both Brighton 
and West Brighton were. shrouded in darkness, 
while the sea moaned and lashed and beat 
furiously on the beach and about the bathing 
pavilions. The water was driven in and com- 
pietely surrounded the Manhattan Pavilion, 
now and then dashing the foming billows over 
the floors. 

The rainstorm flooded basements in Jersey 
City last night and several people were forced 
to abandon them. William Wood of 95 Steuben- 
street, who had just come out of the hospital, 
told the police that there were two feet of water 
in his apartments. He was provided with shel- 
ter in the station heuse and the neighbors took 
care of his wife. The basement of the police 
station was flooded and the prisoners had to be 
removed. 


Satem, N. J., Aug. 21.—A cyclone passed 
over this section at 4:20 this afternoon. The 
Salem brick works were nearly demolished by a 
funnel-shaped whirlwind. The high smokestack 
was blewn ovor and nearly all the building 
swept away.' The cloud then toek a northwest- 
erly course, blowing down barns, whele 
orchards, and growing crops. The damage in 
beer county will amount to many thousand 

ollars.

IN DETROIT. 

Detroit, Aug, 21.—‘‘ May the waves of 
the ecean recede and prevail not against the 
old Roman,” shouted one of the crowd of 300 
who had gathered on the wharf at Toledoto bid 
Judge Thurman and party 2 hearty godspeed. 
The crowd indorsed the sentiment with three 
times three cheers, the lines were cast off, and 
W. F. Botsford’s steam yacht Pickett, with 
Capt. T. E. Harbottlein charge, steamed down 
the Maumee and out into Lake Erie on her 
swift course to Detroit. A pleasant breeze 
was blewing, which freshensd and com- 
pelled the wearing of overcoats. The party 
genérally sought spots sheltered from the wind 
and spray, but all remained ondeck. Flags 
and streamers gave a gala appearance to the 
little vessel and called forth the greetings of peo- 
ple on the boats and wharves that were passed 
On the way down the river. The pleasure yacht 
Fanchorn of Toledo had a gay party ef young 
people on board, who vaived hats, flags, hand- 
kerchiefs, and jackets. The steamer Grey- 
hound kept close in the wake of the Pickett 
until well out in the lake, the passengors 
leaning over the railand waving handkerchlefs 
and flags to the distinguished guest on the smail 
boat. 

At last the big steamer passed by. The steam 
yaeht in which the party is carried has been off 
onafishing trip in Lake Superier, and came

RUGER’S EXPLANATION OF 
PINE RIDGE TROUBLE. 
Sr. Pavuyt, Minn., Aug. 21.—‘*When the 

first dispatches from Pine Ridge Agency were 

received at headquarters,” said Gen. Thomas 

H. Ruger, commanding the Department of 

Dakota, ‘“‘they merely stated that a band of 

25 Indians had left the reservation to goto 

Tongue River. It was urged that troops should 

be sent after them to compel their return, and 

accordingly instructions were sent to have two 
cempanies of cavalry pursue and turn them 
back if overtaker. Later information from 

Pine Ridge shows that the Indians who took 


leave sO Uunceremoniously comprised eight 
bucks, eight squaws, and nine children, thus 
upsetting all theories aud stories of a 
threatened outbreak or uprising on the 
frontier. When the Indians go on _ the 
war path they leave their women and 
children at home, and this party was 
merely a band who wanied tv make a visit to 
friends and relatives at the Tongue River 
Agency. There was another reason at the bot- 
tom of the departure of these Cheyennes from 
Pine Kidge, and that was the fact that they do 
not affiliate with the Sioux on the same reserva- 
tion. Some time ago strolling bands of Chey- 
ennes who had lived at Tongue River strayed 
oif that reservation and were picked up and 
sent to Pine Ridge, but they did not relish the 
change, and made repeated etlorts te get back 
to their old camping grounds, probably actuated 
by adesire to havea hunt for the game which 
abcunds in that region. In the absence of in- 
formation to the contrary this was, I think, the 
underlying purpose of the Indians who left 
Pine Ridge recently. 

“There is no prospect of a battle between the 
Indians and the troops, and when the eommaud- 
ing officer overtakes the Cheyennes he will 
merely turn them back under escort to Pine 
Ridge Agency. No depredations of any kind 
have been reported by the Indians, or in fact 
apy by the Department of Dakota, and not the 
slightest danger is apprehended by army officers 
or Indian officials of an uprising or trouble be- 
yond what has been stated.”

Assemblyman Sheehan of Buffalo, who is 
Gov.

Hill, who desired the place for Assem- 
blyman Sheehan’s brother, she prominent Buf- 
falo politician bit his lips and glared at Mc- 
Calleohina manner that would certainly have 
discomposed a less methedical and stolid wit- 
ness. Determining to make it as hot for Mo- 
Culloh as he could, he was continually making 
suggestions to De Lancey Nicoll and to Corpora- 
tion Counsel Beekman, but if any of them gave 
the slightest concern te McCulloh the fact was 
not noticeable. 

When the committees adjourned for luneh Mr. 
Sheehan of Buffalo marched up to Senator Fas- 
sett and, in language that cannot be reproduced 
in THE TIMES, said that if he could not secure 
witnesses who were not liars he would do with- 
outthem. It was suggested by Senator Fassett 
that only a coupie of witnesses had given testi- 
mony during the session. Was it possible that 
Gov. Hili’s representative referred to Mayor 
Hewitt ? With another burst of profanity the 
Governor’s representative said that he referred 
particularly tou Mr. McCulloh, who was, in 
his opinion, 2a liar of a very lurid sort. . 
Senator Fassett replied that it was 
& serious bit of Dusiness to charge 
Mr. McCulleh with perjury. The Governor’s 
representative indulged in another fit of swear- 
ing, and was generally so outrageeus that a gen- 
tleman who happened to hear a few of the Buf- 
falonian’s mildest oaths, felt constrained to 
offec his services as asecond. Senator Fassett 
had no need of one, and Gov. Hill’s proxy, hav- 
ing exhausted his vocabulary of profanity, fol- 
lowed the crowd outof the building weighted 
with the knowledge that more discretion and 
less profanity would net have injured the cause 
of his patron at Aibany. 

Mayor Hewitt’s sudden appearance before the 
committee soon after itconvened oceasionued lit- 
tle surprise. Those who listened to his story of 
Monday felt satistied that the Governor would bo 
compejied te wake public through him the let- 
ter that ‘had occasioned the Executive of tne 
State so much painon account of Its “style.” 
Se everybody was prepared when Mayor Hewitt 
said he had received from Albany the following 
dispatch: 

The Hon. A. 8S. Hewitt, Mayor, City Hall: 

Please oblige me by giving the commutiee the 
original letter mentioned in your testimony of yes- 
terday. While it is wholly irrelevant to any proper 
inquiry before the commitiee, yet its non-prodauc- 
tion will be used to serve partisan ends. Neither 
of us have anything to conceal relating to our of- 
ficial acts in connection with the late legislation, 
and [£ trust you will do me the favor of producing 
the letter in question. DAVID B. HLL. 


The dispatch havina yw seen read. and while 
many in the audience were grinning over that 
part of it which placed Gov. Hill and Mayor 
Hewitt on the same piane, Mr. Nicoll asked the 
Mayor if he were prepared to produce the letter 
which the Governor had induced him to with- 
draw. Mayor Hewitt answered by producing 
the following letter: 

NEW-YORK, July 13, 1888. 
The Hon. David B. Hitl, Governor: 

Sir: I appeal toyon for an act of justice to the 
city of New-York, which yon alone are in a position 
to render. A special session of the Legislature has 
been convened, which can consider only such sub- 
jects as you'may see fitto submit to it. Lask you 
to recommend the repeal of chapter 337 of the 
laws of New-York, passed May 13, 1886, by which 
the commission for building the new aqueduct for 
furnishing the city of New-York with an increased 
supply of pure and wholesome water was reconsti- 
tuted. This law was enacted by the Legislature 
and approved by you against the protest of the 
municipal authorities of this city, made in aecord- 
ance with the general demand of public opinion. It 
has needlessly increased the expense of the com- 
mission, and excluded the Mayor and Controller 
from its deliberations because they were not accept 
able to the contractors. 

Its Secretary was displaced in order to make 
room for a political retainer, but was re-employed 
in another position because the new appointee 
could not do the work which the Secretary had 
previously perfermed without extra compensation. 
The contracts for the construction of the work 
have been confessedly violated by underletting to 
sub-contractors, who would have been glad todo 
the work for the city at the reduced price they were 
compelled to accept from the contractors. 

Bad work, since condemned, has been accepted 
and paid for; expensive rubble masonry has been 
substituted for dry filing without giving any in- 
creased value to the work, andin many ways, too 
numerous to mention, the interests of the city have 
been sacrificed to the demands of the contractors 
and thé exigencies of party politics. 

It has been openly testified by one of uae Commis- 
sioners that the law whose repeal I now request 
was the result of a political deal, whereby the Re- 
publican Party secured patronage, and it appears 
that the Denfécratic campaign debts incurred iv the 
election were subsequently paid by the contractors. 

The people of this city are astounded by these 
revelations. The opinivunis universal that speedy 
reparation should be made by all concerned in the 
change of the law whereby the public. welfare has 


become thus entangled with political and personal 
interests. 

The situation is doubtless embarrassing; but it 
presents a plain duty to which neither you uorl 
can shutour eyes. We are Democrats, while the 
Legisiature is Republican. This is,a fortunate con- 
juncture, as it will enable beth political parties to 
clear themselves from further responsivility for 
this unfortunate legislation. If you shall make a 
recommendation for the repeal of the obnoxious 
law, it will doubtless be promptly responded to by 
the Legislature. The first step wiil thus be taken 
toward the purification of the political aumosphere, 
and the restoration of the Government of this city 
of anu ex- 
t propor-

After stating that an interview in the 7ribune 
did him injustice, Mayor Hewitt withdrew aud 
gave place to James McCulloh, who was (ils- 

laced as Secretary of the Aqueduct Commission 
by Assemblyman Sheehan’s brother, but who 
has since been Secretary of the Real Estate 
Committee of the commission. This was Mr, 
McCulloh’s second appearance before tne Sen- 
ate committee. On his first appearance he was 
rather reticent on some points, but yesterday 
he showed a willingness to auswsr any question 
that might be put to him, and the character of 
many of his answers created the impression 
that Mr. McCulleh-is not burdened with 
any fear of his associates, whether they be 

superiors or inferiors. He testified that he was 
elected Secretary when the Aqueduct Commis 
sion had organized and had rformed all the 
duties of the officé until April, 1885. He ecca- 
sionally had disputes with contractors who» 

rformed bad work. In May of 1885 he sawa 
fot ef unsafe timbering at Cut 18, at Yonkers, 
He was tola that Chief Engineer Chureh had . 
pronounced it safe. Soon afterward it caved in 
and the contractors, O’Brien & Clark, promptly 
asked for an allowance tor a now shaft, 184, to 
expedite the work. He thought the contractors 
ought to sink the shaft at their own expense, 
as the specifications provided.- The chief ea- 
gineer thought etherw and was sustained by 
the commission. "

have the appointment of his successor. Con- 
troller Loew told him in the Fall of 1885 that 
Mayor Grace had asked him to co-operate in an 
attempt to get rid of the witness. 

Senator Pierce asked if the testimony was not 
taking too wide arange. The witness advised 
him to subpona Mr. Leew if he wanted to hear 
“the whole of it.” He called upon Squire 
and asked the peet ifit were true that he was 
thinking ef voting to oust him, (MeCulloh. 
Rquire said, ‘‘ Rest easy.” Afterward he.he 
that Squire was really ceing te vete to displace 
him. He went again to the poet, and the poet 
said, ‘* McCulloh, ‘ self-preservation is the first 
law of nature.’”’ After Squire had yoted againat 
him the poet called upon him and said, “ Me- 
Culloh, tkat’s the d—dest meanest thing I ever 
did im my life,” 

Many of McCulloh’s auditers laughed heartily, 
as muck at the stolid manner of the witness as 
at Squire’s opinion of his own action. 

“Did Squire say why he had voted against 
you?” inquired Mr. Beardman, 

“Yes,” a ge the witness; “he said Muller 
and Hill h m by the throat.” 

Assemblyman Sheehan tried to smile, but 
failed. The witness said that after his removal 
and his appointment as Secretary of the Real 
Estate Committee he continued to do muobh of 
his old work. His successor, John Sheehan, did 
about a third as much work. Sheehan's salary 
was $4,000, and that of the witness $6,000 per 
annum. The work has sinee increased, but Mr. 
Sheehan was not required to do more than half 
as much ae the witnese had done, 

Mr. Lovatt then preeeeded to cross-examine 
the witness in arather rough way, commentin 
on his answers in & manner that finally excite 
the ire of Senater Fassett, who reminded Mr. 
Lovatt that he had been treated with mere 
courtesy and leniency than he was entitled to. 
Mr. Lovatt obtained confirmation of the general 
impression that Mr. McCulloh considered his 
o¥D opinion just about as good anybody’s,if not 
generally a little better. Mr. Levatt said he 
was satisfied the witness disagreed with every- 
bod: but himeelf. Senator Fassett quickly re- 
joimed that the contractors’ counsel might ex- 
amine, but should not insult, the witness. Mr. 
Lovatt, in return, said that it would be impos- 
sible for him todothbat. [tis doubtful if he ap- 
preciated Senator Fassett’s thrust, ‘Well, per- 
haps that is se.”’ 

Contractor McBean asked the witness if he did 
not know that his claim for an allowance was 
atill in the hands of the Controller. 

Mr. MeCulloh gave him cold comfort with 
the answer, “You mean you have not got it 
yet.” 

So ended Mr. MoCulloh’s testimony at the 
morning session, at which the only other wit- 
yess who testified was Frederiek W. Watkins, 
formerly engineer of Division 6 of the aque- 
duct. esimply denied a statement made by 
Chief Engineer Church that a payment of 
$20,000 to O’Brien & Clark for extra excava- 
tion was due to an error made by the witness. 
Assemblyman Sheehan gave people who did not 
know him an idea of his modesty by calmly 
asking permission to conduct the crose-ex- 
amination of the witness in the absence of Mr. 
Nicoll, but Benator Fassett thought Senators 
Pierce and MeNaughton were notin need of a 
protector. 


At the afternoon session Mr. McCulioh told 
Mr. Nicoli that the Aqueduct Commission had 
power to make agreements with property own- 
era, subjeet to the approval of the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment. The commission 
made eight such agreements, but failed to make 
apy more, as they were generally annulled by 
the Board of Estimate and Apportionment. One 
piece of property negotiated fer in this way 
belonged toS. L. M. Barlow.. Another piece of 
property belonged to the Van Cortiandt estate. 
The next pieve wus Shaft 1844. The property 
belonged te William R. Travers and Messrs, 
bush and Bennett. The amount paid for it was 
$2,000. 
New- York Life Insurance Company and was at 
Shaft 14. The company was to be paid 
$5,000. Upon the motien of Cemmission- 
er of Taxes Coleman the award was 
revoked on the ground that the amount was ex- 
cessive. The witness did net know that an 
award of $1,906 was made on Saturday. He 
had made what he considered a thorough ex- 
umination of the property and theught it was 
worth $5,000. The land he selectea consisted 
of over ten acres and that since agreed upon 
consisted of about seven acres. The agreement 
to take this piece ef property was not the cause 
of annulmeuts of further agreements by the 
Board of Estimate and- Apportionment, but 
after this transaction the Aqueduct Commission 
made no agreements. The witness always ex- 
amined such property as was needed and made 
& report to the Aqueduct Commission. Then the 
Board of Apportionment examined the report, if 
it bad been accepted by the Aqueduct Commis- 
sion, and if 1t was satisfactory, issued a voucher 
fur the amount agreed upon. John O'Brien 
wubted $2,000 tor one acre of land avout a 
quarter of a mile distant. ‘ 

“Why,” said Mr. Lovatt, getting red in the 
face, ** we paid $1,250 for it under your advice.” 

“Not under my advice,” retorted the witness, 
“for it was not worth $350.” 

**We paid $1,250 unaer your advice,” said Mr. 
Lovatt positively. 

MI deny 1t,” replied the witness. 

“You have the advantage ef the witness,” 
said Senato: Fassett te Mr. Lovatt, ‘for he is 
under oath.” ‘This little jab secured silence. 
The witness did not recall tuat any other dif- 
ference existed between the Aqueduct Commis- 
sion and the Board of Estimate. No agree- 
ment had been made by the commission with 
tue New-England Railroad Company. The 
witness had held conferences with President 
Clark and Roger Foster, counsel of the road, and 
did not agree that $112,500 would repay the 
road for any damage done to the road by the 
aqueduct, The responsibility of making such 
au award lay with the Aqueduct Commission. 
‘ne company did not get the money. Probably 
all the Aqueduct Commissioners were present 
at the meeting at which this award was agreed 
upon. Heman Clark and Starbuck represented 
the New-York and New-England Railroad. 
Heman Clark was a Director of the road. Com- 
missioners Ridgway and Fish were not present, 
the witness thought, and aiterward voted 
against the award. 


Commissioner Ridgway callea out: ‘ The 
Commissioners did not hold a meeting.” The 
witness said they did. The witness did not atate 
at the meeting that the award was too high. He 
was only the Secretary, and observed the pro- 
prieties, but he had so said before the meeting 
was held and also said se afterward. The wit- 
ness estimated that $77,000 would pay for a 
right of way for a four-traek read and the build- 
ing of adouble track. He told members of the 
commission he would Hike to resign and take the 
contract for $80,000. Commissioners Ridg- 
way and Fish opposed the award, That oppo- 
sition and delay killed the award. The witness 
thought that an award ef about $60,000 would 
finally be made, but only for a single-track road 
bed and double-track masonry. A fifth piece of 
property was bought from Henry Melger for 
$3,500, and the sixth piece was bought from 
Pawbe Vail at Shaft 22 fer $3,000, Eight pilots 
of ground in all were bought by the Aqueduct 
Commission. 

When had the witness heard Mayor Grace de- 
sired toremove him frem the Secretaryship ? In 
October, 1885. Mr. Loew told the witness that 
Messra. Grace and Thompson had asked him to 
unite with them to put in McCulloh’s place one 
of Mr. Grace’s friends. Mr. Loew was told it 
was the wish of Gov. Hill. 

That Hill wanted to put in oftice a friend of 
Gov. Hill? When witness said “ Yes.” moat of 
the people in the room smiled. The witness 
understood that Lulley was to take his place. 

“What are his initials?” inguired Senator 
Fassott. 

* Julig@&Cesar,” replied the witness, whereat 
most of those in the room saw fit to laugh. 
Judge Spencer told the witness that Presidert 
Cleveland could not get him out of aiob. Lulley 
was putinto the Aqueduct Commission’s cflice 
in the early partof 1886 as an auditor. 

Was it not a fact that Mayor Grace was not 
satistied with the performance of MoCulloh’s 
duty? It was not. The witness theugbht Mr. 
Grace was always inimical to him. The dislike 
had antedated Mayor Grace’s election. The 
witness was a friend of Mayor Edsen. The tract- 
ability of the witness, he said, depended upon 
the mannerin which he was handled. Another 
attempt was made to remove the witness from 
office just afver the introduetion of the Aque- 
duct Commission Reorganizatien bill. Franklin 
Edson toid him of it, and two weeks later ex- 
Assemblyman George Lyon teld him. The wit- 
ness did not bother himself about the news. 
Nothing disturbed his equanimity, he said. 
Ashbdel Green afterward told him that Judge 
Muller was “gunning” for him. The witness 
had supposed it was Mr. Grace, but it really 
made no difference to him, as the informatien 
did not disquiet him. He thought he had 
Spencer, Dowd, Baldwin, and Squire at his 
back, and so felt ne concern about the resuli. 
Is was in July, 1886, that Edson told witness 
that his successor was to be the brother of a 

rominent Democratic politician of Buffalo. 
vaige Lacombe had tola him before this that 
Lalley—Julius Cesar—was to get his plaee, but 
he thought the Judge was mistuken, as Lulley 
was not big enough game. 

Mr. Hewitt had stated in one of hie letters 
that the witness’s position was superfluous? 
The witness said that ae Secretary of the Real 
Estate Committee he had all the work he was 
able to perform. The witness had no further 
explanation to make. He had no justification 
of —e to make. He was sa with his 
wor 

John Brunton & Co., who put im bids for Sec- 
tions 12, 13, and 14, were supported vy Mr. 
Grace. ir bid was the lowest by $13,000. 
He had not understood that Richard Morrisson, 
who had been Mr. Grace's seeretary, was irter- 
ested in Brunton & Co, He had so heard gince 
the investigation was inasigucaee, but did net 
pelieve it. Commissioner Ridgway had intro-

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AFFAIRS IN FOREIGN LANDS 


THE NEW REGIME IN THE 
GEEMAN SBMPIRE. 

SIGNOR CRISPI THE GUEST OF PRINCE 
BISMARCK—ARMY CHANGES CAUSING 
DISCONTENT. 

BERLIN, Aug. 21.—Signor Crispi, the 
Italian Prime Minister, left Frankfort to-day 
for Friedrichsruhe. He will remain in Fried- 
richsruhe two daya and will afterward go to 
Carlsbad. He will be visited to-morrow by 
Count de Launay, the Italian Ambassador to 
Germany, P 

Signor Crispi arrived at Friedrichsruhe at 9 
P. M., and was cordially welcomed by Prince 
Bismarck and Count Rantzau. The Chanceller 
took Signer Crispi’s arm and accompanied him 
toa carriage. It is expected that Count de 
Launay will be present during the conferences 
between Signor Crispi and Prince Bismarek. 

Herr Richter, speaking at a Pregressist re- 
unien to-day, charged the Government papers 
with making epen and covert attacks upon the 
Empress Frederick and with aiming, by constant 
anno mg to drive that noble woman from the 
rj of the German people, who had idolizea 
her husband. . 

The Czar has sent his portrait to Emperor 
William together with an autograph letter in 
whieh he oo the acceptance of the gift as 
asouveniroef ‘the beautiful days of Peterhof.” 

The /agebdlatt announces that the elections for 
the Landtag will be held about the middle of 
October, and that the Reichstag will be con- 
voked about the end of October. 

Numerous arrests have been madein Berlin 
of Socialists engage distributing election 
appeals in favor of Herr Liebknecht. The Con- 
servatives have brought forward Herr Holtz asa 
candidate for the fixth District, The Progressists 
have nominated Herr. Knoereke, whois now a 
member of the Diet. The North German Gazette 
has vainly appealed to the party to coalesce 
against Liebknecht, 

The Stuttgart Keobachier says that the changes 
made in the officers of the Wiirtemberg army 
since the advent of Emperor William have 
caused lively discentent, the result being 
that the army is laced under the tute- 
lage of Prussian officers. Several Generals 
of recognized capacity, including Gen. Perger 
de Pergias, resigned on hearing that they were 
to be transferred to the Prussian Army, and 
were to be succeeded in the Wiirtemberg com- 
mands by Prussian Generals. 

It ie reported that Gen. von Caprivi’s retire- 
ment from the Admiralty was due to his opinion 
that the day of great iron-clads is past and that 
dependence must be placed on torpedo boats for 
the defense of the ports. The Emperor, it is 
said, has a passion for big men-of-war and does 


not appreve of Gen. von Caprivi’s-ideas on the 
subject of naval defense. 


WHAT LONDON TALKS ABOUT. 
AN QBSTINATE IRISH BAND-—MR. PAR- 
NELL’s LIBEL SUIT. 

Lonpon, Aug. 21.—The force of police de- 
tailed during the administration of Mr. Glad- 
stene in 1882 to protect the various members 
of the Ministry has been withdrawn for the 
firat time since its assignment to duty. 

Mr. John Bright, .who has been ill for some 
months, eonvalesces slowly. He is so weak 
that even bath chair exercise exhausts him. 

Arehbishop Croke has given £50 tothe fund 
for defraying the expenses of Mr. Parnell in 
pros eeuting his action against the Times. 

At the Irish Exhibition in Barrack-street yes- 
terday a band from Cork refused to play the 
national anthem and was hissed by the specta- 
tors. Members of the band afterward stated 
that they woyld not have dared to return to [re- 
land if they had played the anthem. 

The Emin Bey Relief Committee has received 
a telegram stating that Major Barttelot, with 3 
other whites and 545 natives left Yambunga 
early in June with supplies for Stanley. 

The Vienna correspondent of the Daily News 
says he has heard from Munich that King Otto 
of Bavaria is sinking fast, his fits ef insanity 
having become much more frequent, 

Canon Sullivan, presiding at the Protestant 
Synod at Tuam, Ireland, made a remarkable 
statement to the effect that the position of the 
Trish Protestant Church to-day is more satis- 
factory than it was before the disestablishment. 

A dispatch from South Afriea says that Dini- 
zulu, the Zulu chief, has surrendered. 

Itis expected that the wheat eropin India 
will reach 260,000,000 bushels of 62 pounds 
each. This will insure a good increase in the 
quantity exported, 

Judge Reitz has been nominated for President 
of the Orange Free State to succeed Sir Joun 
Brand, acceased.

HB MAKES ONE SPEECH ON THE WAY 
TO TOLEDO. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Aug. 21.—When Gen. Har- 
rison left for Middle Bass Island early this 
morning it was raining neavily. Accompanied 
by Mrs. Harrison, Judge and Mrs. W. A. Woods, 
and Sam Miller, sen of Gen. Harrison’s law 
partner, the General was taken tothe Massa- 
chusetts-avenue atation in a carriage at 7 
o'clock. There was no crowd at the 
station, and the departure was as quiet 
as the restseeking leader of the Re 
publiean Party could, desire. The train came 
along within a minute or two after the arrival 
of the party at the station. Gen. Harrison had 
declined no less than four offers of a private 
car for use during his trip, but-the Lake Erie 
and Western Company in spite of his protests 
had attached an extra coach. the doors to 
which were locked, but were epened to the 


Harrison party when they boarded the train. 
Mr. Miller, son of W. H. H. Miller, aceompanied 
Gen. Harrison in the capacity ef private sec 
retary and master of transportation. 

Gen. Harrison will not return home for nearly 
three weeks, It is his determination to attend 
the union of his old regiment at Clayton on the 
13th or September. the only invitation to go out 
of the way that he will accept during the cam- 
paign, and he will probably notreturn until a 
day or two before that time.

THE OPIUM SMUGGLERS. 


ONE OF THE 





GANG HUNTED DOWN IN 
CHICAGO, 

Cuicaco, Aug. 21.—‘E. W. Brown of 
New-York” was written on the Palmer House 
register last Wednesday by a handsomely- 
dressed middle-aged man. He staid one day at 
the hotel, and then paying his bill he hired an 
expressman to take his trunk to 386 Wabash- 
avenue. It was a big, heavy trunk, and required 
two men to moveit. Brown took great care of 
his baggage, and making the trip with 
the expressman helped him to dump 
the trunk on the avement. When the 
expressman was a biock away he leoked 
back just In time to see the heavy 
trunk loaded upon another wagon and hurried 
west on Harrison-street. A day later he was 
surprised by a call from Iaspector Cloonan, who 
asked him to step over to the United States 
Marshal’s dftice. he expressman went and 
there saw his customer of the previous day 
locked up in the cage. ‘‘Mr. Brown of New- 
York” is now a prisoner in a cell at the county 
jail, where nobody is allowed to see him. On 
the jail books he is not registered as Mr. Brown, 
but as OC. H. Martingalias Gardner. 

The Custom Houge people are greatly elated 
over the capture, but refuse to say much about 
the man except that he belongs to a gang of 
opium smugglers who have been eperating very 
extensively in various parts of the ceuntry. 
Their reason for bdeing uncommupniegative at 
present is that they expect to capture several 
other members of the band, and are afraid that 
the latier may escape if they learn that Mr. 
Brown is in durance vile. 

The present arrest, it is said, results from a 
long course ef investigation, Ten days agoa 

uantity of opium was seized at Fort Wayne, 

nd., which the efficials found had been brought 
into the sountry via New-York and not via the 
Pacitic Coast, where the watch for the drug is 
most strict. From what wag learned at Fort 
Wayne the officials were led te believe that the 
epium there captured was only a small part of 
the original consignment and that it was owned 
by the people who had systematically 
defrauded the revenue for years and had 
an amount of capital probably reaching millions 
invested in the traffic. It was learned that a 


‘large quantity of opium was in the possessien 


of one orf the gang who had gone tothe Palmer 
House, Chicago. Papers were sworn out in this 
eity forthe arrest of this man, and were given 
to Deputy Marshal Burehard for service, al- 
though Speeial Agent Crowley had so far done 
most of tse investigating. Burchard and 
Speeial Agent Crowley went to the Palmer 
House only to find that their quarry bad 
come andgone, They succeeded in tracing him, 
however, to a place on Wabash-avenue and 
thence to a room en West Harrison-street. 

Friday afternoon Mr. Brown of New- York was 
arrested. In bis room was found a stoutly-built 
canvas-covered trunk containing about 125 
pounds of opium. Collector Seeberger and 
Agent Crowley closely grag es the prisoner, 
who contented himself with denying all con- 
nection with any band of smugglers. He would 
say nothing more, and after a day spent in ex- 
amination he was sent to the sounty jail. 
Meanwhile the news of the arrest bad been sent 
to Washington, and every effort was made te 
locate other people in possession of quantities 
of opium. Agents Crowley, Whalen, and Ciloona 
traveled away on various clues, and Agent 
Tichnor eame here from Washington to take 
charge ef the operations of the officiala on the 
details of the case. 

Tbe Custom House people will say little. Col- 
lector Seeberger calls the case “ one of the ut- 
most importance, about which Iam unwilling 
to say anything to hamper the officers investi- 
gating it.” Deputy Collector Hitt says it is “a 
case On which the department is useing every 
energy, and whieh 8pecial Agent, Tichnor is very 
anxieus that nothing be made public until the 
developments of a few days mere lay clear a 
big comapiracy.” 





POLITIOS IN INDIANA. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Aug. 21.—Congressmen 
Hovey and Matson will leave Washington for 
this 8tate next week. Col. Matson 1s credited 
with saying that he will begin his canvass on 
Sept.1. In speaking of the outloek he said to a 
reporter: “If there is any danger of losing, I 


think it will result from overconfidence more 
than anything else. Tne Greenback and Labor 
elements for the great part are goilig to vote 
with us, and them we bave adecided advantage 
on the tariff reform issue. Indiana is not a pre 
tection State.” Col, Matson does not think that 
Gov. Porter’s nomination would have improved 
the Republican chances of success.

GUSTAV SCHWAB. 

Gustav Schwab, one of the best-known 
German citizens of New-York, died at his home 
on Fordham Heights yesterday morning of a 
complication of diseases, principally Bright's 
disease of the kidneys and beart failure. He 
had beer confined to his home since last Jan- 
uary, sufforing at times intensely. Mr. Schwab 
was born in Stuttgart, Germany, Nov. 23, 1822, 
and was the son of Gustav Schwab, the writer 
ef many works of prose and poetry, and the 


grandson of John Christopher Schwab, a mem- 
er of the ag Academy of Sciences, and Pro- 
feasor of the Military School im Berlin, Gustav 
Schwab attended the Latin Scheel at Stuttgart 
until hia seventeenth year, when he entered the 
counting house of H, 4H. Meter 
Co. in that oity, and after an _  ap- 
prenticeship of six years came to New-Yerk and 
entered the office. of Oelrichs & Krueger, who 
were intimately connected with the Bremen 
firm. Shortly afterward he became a momber 
of the firm of Wichelhausen, Reeknagel & 
Schwab, which continued ‘until 1859, then he 
entered the firm of Oelrichs & Co., suecessers to 
“Oelrichs & Krueger, the agents of the North Ger- 
man Lleyd Steamship Company, and remained 
with that concern up to the time of his death. 
He has served both as Direetor and President 
of the German Society in New-York, founded in 
1784 for the assistance of needy Germans, 
took am active part in the establishment of a 
German hospital and Lg amen was a Cemmis- 
sioner in the Board of Education, a member of 
the Board of Managers In the New-York Produce 
Exchange, the oldest Director and Vice-Preal- 
dent of the Merebants’ National Bank, a Director 
in the Central Trust Company, the Washington 
Life Insurance Company, the Oriental Mutual 
Insurance Company, and other institutions, 
His capacity for work was remarkable, and 
had a convincing sincerity and honesty of pur- 
pete that won for him the confidence of all- with 
hom he oame in contact socially, and in a bual- 
ness way. 

Mr. Schwab had been a member of the New- 
York Produee Exchange for very many years, 
and was for a long time connected with its man- 
agement. He was a Trustee of the gratuity 
fund from the time it was started until three 
months ago, when he resigned on account of 1ll- 
heaith. The Trustees of the fund held a meet- 
ing yesterday, passed resolutions of regret, and 
desided to attend the funeral im abody. The 
members of the Exchange will hold a meeting 
at 2:15 to-day in the Board of Managers’ room 
and take appropriate action. 

Mr. Schwab married the daughter of L. H. Von 
Post in this city in 1850, and his surviving fam- 
ily comsists of his widow, seven sons, and three 
daughters, the two oldest sons being members 
of the firm of Oelricas & Co. Funeral services 
will be held at 8%. James Church, Fordham, Fri- 
may Bae 10:15 A. M., and the body will beinterred 
in Woodlawn Cemetery. 

The Beard of Directors of the German Society 
of this city met yesterday and passed resolu- 
tions expressing their regret at Mr. Seohwab’s 
death, reeording his standing as a iellow-mem- 
ber for the past 44 years, and, as the society’s 
former President, citing his many noble quali- 
ties and expressing their sympathy with the 
bereaved family, to which a copy of the resolu- 
tions will be sent. 


BISHOP SAMUEL 5S. HARRIS. 

The Right Rev. Samuel S. Harris, the 
secend Bishop of the Protestant Episcopal 
Diocese of Michigan, died in London, England, 
at 6 o'clock last, evening of paralysis. He was 
born in Alabama in 1841, In 1859, when only 
18 years of age, he was graduated from 
the University of Alabama, and at once 
began the study of law. A year later 
he was admitted to practicen. On the 
breaking out of the war he enlisted in the Con- 
federate Army. He made a gallant army rec- 
ord, and rose te the rank of Colonel of one of 
the Alabama regiments. After the close of the 


war he entered upon the praetiee of his profes- 
gion, in which he continued for five years in 
Montgomery, after which he removed to New- 
York. While in New-York he yielded to 
a long-cherished desire and _ relinquished 
his profession and became a candidate for holy 
orders. He studied theology under the direc- 
tion of the Rev. J. M. Forbes, D. D. Returnin 
to the South, he was ordained both Deacon aa 

riest by Bishop Wilmer during the year 1869. 

mmediately after his ordination he _  be- 
came Rector of Trinity Uhurch, Columbus, Ga., 
where he remained two and a half years. Then he 
removed to New-Orleans and became Rector of 
Trinity Cdurch, remaining four years. In 1875 
he became Rector of St. James Churoh, Chicago 
He was elected Bishop of Quincy, Ill, in 1878, 
but at the request of his people he was induced 
to decline the election, The following 
year an urgent call to the Bishopric 
of Michigan, to suceeed Bishop McCoskey, 
was successful, and he was consecrated 
to that office in Detroit on Sept. 17,1879. He 
was a deputy to the General Convention in 
1874 from the Diocese of Georgia, and in 1877 
from the Diocese of Illinois. Bishop Harris 
received the degree of D, D. from William and 
Mary Collegein 1874, and thatof LL. D, from 
his Alma Mater, the University of Alabama, 
upon his election to the Bishopric in 1879. He 
delivered the Bohlen lectures in Philadelphia 
in 1882. He was a man of marked ability, pos- 
sessed notonly of unusual gifts as a public 
speaker and pulpit orator, but also of superior 
administrative talentof a high practical char- 
acter. The combination of the qualities ad- 
mirably fitted him for the office whioh he at 
onee ably filled and adorned. 


DR. HENRY. F. QUACKENBOS. 

Henry F. Quackenbos, M.D., an eminent 
New-York physician, died at his residence, 39 
West Eighteenth-street, yesterday afternoon at 
a few minutes before 1 o’elock. Dr. Quackenbes 
was born in this city Sept. 20, 1819. His 
father, Dr. Nicholas IL Quackenbos, was also 
born in New-York City. Both father and son 
were graduates of Columbia College. In 1840 
Dr. H. F. Qaackenbos graduated from the Col- 
lege of Physicians and Surgeons and went to 
Europe, visiting London, Edinburgh, and Paris. 
While at the French capital he was appointed 
surgeon of a brigade commanded by Gen. Pel- 
lisser, afterward Duke of Malakoff, and served 
in the French campaign in Northern Africa 
against the Algerians. During the cholera 
epidemic in New-York in 1849 he was ir charge 
ef Bellevue Hospital, and, though he exposed 
himself freely and fearlessly to the disease in 
the discharge of his duties, he eseaped coniract- 
ing 1t. He was honorary physician of the New- 
‘York Dramatic Fund Association since its or- 
ganization, and the last prescriptien he pre- 
pared was for the late Mr. Davidge. He was a 
member of the County Medical Society, the 
Academy of Medicine, and the Medical Journal 
Association. Befo re his last illness, which lasted 
for many months, he enjoyed a large practice, 
which included many influential and well- 
known citizens, For many years he attended 
the late Edwin Forrest, who, when traveling, it 
is said, weuvld, if taken sick, send for Dr. Quack- 
enbes even if he were athousand miles away. 
The illness which terminated his useful career 
originated two years ago in consequence ofa 
severe family affliction. He bad not left his house 
since January, and be had been dangerously ill 
since May with kidney disorder. This disease a 
few days ago developed pneumonia. On Sun- 
day he lost consciousness, and did not before 
his death recover sufficiently to recognize his 
wife or 80m or any ene about him. The funeral 
will take place to-morrow.

OCEAN GKOVE'’S OAMP. 


THE TEN DAYS) SESSION BEGINS WITH A 
VERY BUSY DAY. 

Ocran Grove, N. J., Aug. 21.—The 
storm which prevailed here all day cast a 
damper upon the opening of the camp meeting, 
which began its ten days’ session this morning, 
The early meetings were well attended, The 
consecration held in the Tabernacle at 
5:45 A, M. under the leadership of the 
Rev. J. Andrews and the family de- 
votions at 7 o’clock at the Auditorium drew 
large crowds.

A NOTHD RUFFIAN KILLED 





THE LAST OF THE CAPTAIN OF THE 
‘BALD KNOBBERS.” 

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Aug. 21.—Capt. Nat 
Kenny, the Bald Knobber chief, was killed ina 
duel last night. Bill Miles,a desperate enemy 
of the Bald Knobbers, did the killing. The feud 
originally arose in the troublesome times when 
Kenny was chief of the outlaw band and reigned 
in the hills of Christian County with a rod 
of irom. Miles was bitter in his denuncia- 
tion of the organization, and when 
the law took a hand in the settlement of the 
troubles, he was most actiye in hunting evl- 
dence against members of the band. Saturday 
the men attended a Republican rally at Ozark 
and remained over Sunday and yesterday. 


‘They quarreled.ones, but trouble was avoided, 


and the friends of both tried te get them out of 
town, Beth refused to go, and the townspeople 
looked for blovdshed, and they were not disap- 
pointed. “ 

Late at night the men met and the Bald Knob- 
ber troubles were taken up and discussed by 
them. The argument grew into anotber quar- 
rel, and suddenly both men drew their re- 
volvers. Both fired at about the same time 
but Miles was a trifle the quicker and his ball 
Was sent erusbing through Kenny’s brain.. The 
er Bald Knobber staggered and then fell 

ead. . 

Keuny was the most famous man in South- 
west Missouri. He actually controlled the 
population of Taney Couaty, and what he said 
was law. He stood six feet two inches in his 
stocking feet, and weighed 200 peunds. He 
was the founder of the organization, and from 
the Fall of 1884 to the Spring of 1887 was king 
of the boldest band of outlaws that ever dis- 
graced the Southwest. His first individual 
murder was the killing of Andrew Coghorn at a 
churen near Ozark, on Sunday, Maroh 12, 1886. 
After this repeated outrages and crimes were 
eharged te him, and the news ef his death is 
Teceived with joy by the anti-Knobbers, and 
with feelings bordering on frenzy by the mem- 
bers of the old band. ;

THE “K” LINE IN 8T. LOUIS. 

St. Louis, Mo,, Aug. 21.—A traffic ar-

This has 
led to serious differences between the manage- 
ments of the two roads, the Wabash semetime 
ago insisting that the “K” line was surpassing 
the latitude allowed it under the terms of 
the contract. With the  buil of the 
Burlington’s bridge it was intimated that rather 
than abide by the tightly-drawn lines of the 
agreement a detour could be made to the North, 
and freight destined for St, Louis from the 
West be thrown into the hands of the “Q” so 
thatit eould be delivered from the east side.

The Reading would then issue a collateral trust 
loan, among the collateral of which would be placed 
the acquired shares of New-Jersey Certral.

President Corbin 
does not own a majority of the stock of the New- 
Jersey Central, and cannot make any deal by which 
that road could be merged into the Reading. Presi- 
de: t Maxwell of the New-Jersey Central said yes- 
teruay that a majority of the stock of that company 
is owned by the Directors. Mr. Cerbin held a large 
amount of thestock, but not enough to give him 
control. No proposition had been made to the com- 
pany fora consolidation. The road had been doing 
splendidly during the last year, and would continue 
exactly as at the present time. 


CHICAGO, IIL, Aug. 21.—The General Freight 
Agents of lines leading east from the Mississippi 
River held a meeting here to-day te revise rate 
sheets to points in the Middle estern States 
and to make these rates accord with the advance 
rates between Illinois points adopted last week. 
The revised schedule will go into effect on Sept. 

This completes the work on which the Illinois 
roads have been spending much time, and is one 
of the steps toward a general restoration of rates to 
the Northwest, West, and Southwest.

HAWAII’S LEPER SETTLEMENT. 
From the Pall Mali Gazette. 

From a communication just received from 
the Attorney-General of Hawaii we are enabled 
to gather the latest efticial informatien respect- 
ing the spread of leprosy in King Kalakaua’s 
dominiens. On April 1, 1886, there were 426 
male and 227 female—er a total of 653—lepers at 
the settlement on the [sland of Molakai, where 
they are ‘segregated by law frem the rest of the 
population of Hawaii, From thatdate to July 1, 
1887, 24 male and 3 female lepers were sent in. 


Owing apparently to a striet enforcement of the 
law, 186 male and 113 female lepers were added 
to the settlement between July, 1887,: and 
March, 1888. Thedeaths in twe years num- 
bered 230, and 749 lepers remained alive upon 
Molokai—492 males and 257 females—on the 
1st of April last. Atthe hospital at Kaka-ako 
there were at the same date 53 lepers, and it is 
officially estimated that upward ef 400 others 
were at large at that period. 

The disease is spreading, owing, it is alleged, 
to the refusal ef the native Hawaiians te be- 
lieve it contagious, They offer a stolid, passive 
resistance to the law biyg se rban J lepers to be sent 
to Molexai, hence the discovery of new cases 
is rendered extremely diffiealt to the inspeetors 
gnd “leper detectives” of Honolulu. In some 
cases the Governwent allews healthy persens, 
near relatiens of the diseased ones, to accom- 
pany them to and serve them at the quarantine 
settlement at Molokai. .Much diffienlty is found 
in limiting the number of ‘koknas” er helpers, 
for many of the healthy wish to go with their 
diseased erga not only frem affection but to 
obtain rations and shelterand clothing at the 
Government expense. That the disease is con- 
tagious isan inferenee from nothing but its 
spread. Many persons live for years in the 
closest relations with lepers without becoming 
leprows, Father Damien, the priest who heroie- 
ally devoted his life to the Molokai settlement, 
having lived among the afflicted peeple for ever 
10 years before he became affeeted with the 
eontagien, Children of leprous parents have 
often been known, in Honolulu and other per- 
tions of the Hawaiian groups, to have remained 
untainted till the end of their lives. The mys- 
tery as tothe manner of the communication 
of leprosy, and the fact that no plain case of the 
disease has ever been cured, add to the herror 
at its gradual advance. Still the impression of 
the Hawaiian authorities is that they could suc- 
ceed in stamping it eut ifthe law allowed them 
to segregate to theend of their lives notonly 
lepers and suspected lepers but all who have 
lived in intimacy with the diseased. Tne sup- 
port of the unfortunates is very cestly to King 
Kalakaua’s Government, ana threatens to im- 
poverish it within a measurable peried unless 
the spread of leprosy be in some way ehecked. 
A German savant alleges that he has diseovered 
a eure, but so far it has served enly te alleviate 
the distress of a few sufferers. There is some 
talk in official circles in Honolulu ef inviting M, 
Pasteur to study the disease, with a view to sug- 
gesting some means of either curing it or abat- 
ing to some extent its virulence. The idea seems 
to have obtained in Honolulu that M. Pastour ie 
striving to gain the £25,000 bonnua offered by 
the Government of New Seath Wales for tho 
Giscovery of a practical method of rabbit exter- 
mination, and thatthe great French practitiouer 
would per bape be prepared to “tackjie” the 
leprosy in Hawati upon 
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FKPIDBMIC DISEAS8HS. 


A BILLY. TO PREVENT THR 6PRBAD CF 
YELLOW FEVER AND CHOLESA. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 21.—The foliowing is 
the text of a bill drafted by officials ef the 
Treasury Department and presented in tho 
Senate to-day by Mr. Harris to prevent the in- 
troduction of contagious diseases from ene 
State to another. A similar bill was introduced 

in the House to-day by Mr. Orisp of Georgia: 


Be tt enacted, &c., That when im pursuance of 
the request of the Governor of a state, the Presitent 
shall by order direct the employment of any por- 

@ appropriation for the prevention of th 
spread of epidemic diseases wi the boundaries 
of the State in the maintenance of quarantine at 
points of danger or otherwise in his discretion, any 
officer or person acting as an officer or agent of the 
United States who shall knowingly and willfull 
violate any lawful order of his superior officers shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and when any 
such officer, er person acting as an officer or agent 
of the United States, shall so violate, disobey, or 
willfully neglect to ooey the order of asuperior off. 
cer, as to cause the extension of cholera, small pex, 
yellow fever, plague, or other Gocase pevecting as 
an KS ape gm such officer or person be deemed 
guilty of felony. 

8 2. Whenever any common carrier throngh 
its officers, agents, or empleyes shall violate any 
quarantine order or regulations made in accordance 
with the provisions of section 1, such officer, agent, 
or employe shall be deemed ilty of offense in the 
same degree as that defined in section 1, and sha)\ 
suffer the same penalty as that provided in secticn 
3 of this act. 

SEO. 3. Any person convicted of a misdemeanor 
under the provisions of this act shall pay a fine of 
not less than $300, and any gy convicted of a 
felony shall pay a fine of not less than $3,000 and 
suffer imprisonment at bard labor for a period of not 
less than one nor more than three years; and when 
any person in the service of the United States shall 

convicted of a misdemeanor or of a felony under

regulations as in his judgment may be necessary 
in order to prevent the spread thereof from one 
State to another and to employ such inspectors and 
other persons as may be necessary for the pur- 
pose aforesaid, and any person who shail knowing.

In a letter to Senator Harris, transmitting the 
proposed iegislation, Secretary Fairehild says: 

“It has long been evident to the department hav- 
ing charge of the matter that while the maritime

framing of regulations forthe conduct of opera- 
tions to prevent the spread of epidemie diseases 
‘Tem one State to another, was wholly lacking in 
vital force and statutory sanction. An appropria-

this time, and many instances have arisen showing 
the inadequacy of the Dem to frame satisfactory 
regulations. In regard to the proposed penalty é6 
is the opinion of the department that no penalty 
can be too severe for such a violation of the regula. 
tions as would introduce a virnlent epidemic from 
one locality to another, and experience in the con- 
duct of the service has shown conciusively the dif- 
ficulty of executing by Federal machinery the locai 
ordinances of a State or municipality.” 

From the Committee on Epidemic Diseases 
Senator Harris to-day reported faverably a bill 
to appropriate $200,0 to be immediately 
available to be experded in the discretion of the 
President in aid of State or municipal Boards of 
Health or otherwise to prevent the introduction 
of cholera er yellow fever into the United States 
frem foreign countries or into one State or ‘Ter- 
ritory frem another. 








THE OASH AGAINST OBERKAYPF. 

CuicaGo, Aug. 21.—Frederick Oberkampt 
had a preliminary hearing before United Statea 
Commissioner Hoyne to-day, when the prose- 
cution put in mest of the evidenee it thinks is 
necessary to hold him on a charge of robbing 
mail boxes. Ima general way the examination 
did not produce anything materially new, save 
the testimony of Detective Klinger, which 
was to the effect that Oberkampf . admitted 
to him having a mail box’ key in 


his Ds norempgrge The first wituess was Benjamin 
F. Strauss, a clerk in the employ of Felsenthal, 
Gress & Miller, bankers, on La Salle-street. Ho 
mailed two letters on July 7, 1887—one ad- 
dressed to E, W. Yates & Co., Liverpool, Eng- 
land, containing a draft fer $500, and the other 
directed to Herinan F. H. Abdbes & Co., Bremen, 
Germany, in which German lottery tickets te 
the value of $100 were inclosed. The contents 
of the English letter were left undisturbed, while 
the German letter had been rifled. The postage 
stamps were torn from both letters, and the 
mutilated missives were found among tho«ecis 
of Oberkampf after his arrest. Ihe rect of the 
testimony related to Oberkampi’s attempts to 
pass stolen checks on his landladies, the tnding 
of trunks filled with letters in his reoms, his sales 
of stamps to merchants, and other matters inci- 
dental to his operations. Oberkampf had written 
a letter to Mra. Dorhn, one of his ereditors, 
begging her “not to give him away,” and this 
letter was putin evidence in spite of the pro- 
tests of the counsel fer the defense. Ober- 
kampf bere avery self-possessed manner all 
through the hearing. His lawyers did not att- 
tempt to put in any evidenee to-day, securing a 
continuanee until Friday to preaert their side 
of the case.

_. -New-Or-eans, La., Aug. 21.—The steamer

Stable 
eepers refused to furnish herses to 
weather-bound business men, fearing to risk 
par animais on bridges whose plinks had been 
eosened by the water. St. Charles-street pre- 
sented a dismal appearanee, with a deep and 
rapid stream of water over the asphalt drives. 
he railroad track was obstructed here aud 
here by prostrated trees, fences, and telegraph 
ae and lumber and débris that had been 
ashed in from the side streets, Early in the 
morning the dummies could not run, owing to 
obstructions. ‘The tracks were soon eleared, 
however, and travel on this line progressed 
uninterruptedly. The large commons lying be- 
tween Upper St. Charles-street and the lake 
were comp etely submerged, and there was no 
chance for the residents living en the outskirts 
to make their ordinary morning purchases 
without wading knee deep in water, while those 
residing further back had to resort to skiffs, 

News from Morgan City is to the effect that 
the storm there was very severe. Dozens of 
houses were wholiy or partly unrooted, and 
fully 50 buildings are off their foundavions. 
The floating elevator George Gilchrist, valued 
at $13,000, was destroyed. I[t was insuredin 
Toronto, Canada, for $5,000. 

Among the heaviest losers of property along 
the river are the coal dealers. The work of 
destruction commenced among their boats and 
barges Sunday evening and continued up to a 
late hour last evening. At 4 P. M., whea the 
last news was received from different places, sO 
leaded coal barges and boats and one boat of 
coke had sunk and a number of others 
were reported sinking. The Pittsburg and 
Southeru Coal Company lost 40 at Willow 
Grove, 27 at Nine Mile Point, and 10 at Brown 
& Jones’s coai yard, at Algiers. Brown & Jones 
lost one beatof coke amd one barge and one 
boat of coal. W.G. Coyle was niore fortunate 
with his fleet at Algiers. He lost only one old 
boat, containing less than 1,000 barrels. He 
had ten other fully-loaded boats tied up there, 
but they were ail saved. The total loss is 
$240,000. The steamer Keokuk,was wrecked at 
Baton Rouge last night. She was valued at 
$20,000 and was insured for $10,000in West- 
ern companies. 

Further particulara of the damage on tne 
shores of Mississippi Sound have been received. 
The surf washed over the Bay St. Luuis Bridge, 
but did no damage to the structure. At Pass 
Christian trees were uprooted and bathhouses 
blown down, including that of the Mexican 
Gulf Hotel. The bowling alley of the hotel was 
also blown: down. On the Teche, at Linnwood 
plantation, owned by Walter A. O’Neill, sit- 
uated near Charenton, a portion of the sugar 
house, the cane shed and chimney, and the 
owner's dwelling were leveled by the wind, and 
a large amount of general damage was done. A 
house oscupied by negroes opposite the mills 
was blown away. 

At Oaklawn plantation, owned by Col. Robert 
E. Rivers, eight cabins, sugar houses, rice shed, 
and pump shed were blown down and complete- 
ly wrecked. At Tom Schaffer’s Anna planta- 
tion the wind played havoc in the quarters. 
Many cabins were overturned; in fact, only 
three of the heuses were left standing. Mr. 
Schaffer’s residence, however, escaped the 
effects of the storm. The town of Franklyn 
suffered heavily, 18 dwellings being unroofed 
and other damage done. The sugar houses of 
Bod Cox and Louis Cramer, near town, were 
both blown down. 

Ali through the Teche country the cane has 
been blown down and in many places laid flas 
but it is estimated that the total damage will 
not exceed one-third of the crop of that section, 
At Al Price’s place the sugar house and several 
cabins were blown down. On Dan Caffrey’s 
place the sugar house and a number of cabins 
were blown down. - : 

Last Friday Mr. Caffrey, accompanied by his 
three sons and several of their young com- 
panions, left Belle Isle for Lost Island ona 
pleasure trip. Upto to-day no news has been 
received from them, and grave apprehensions 
for their safety are entertained. 

The large, newly-finished Catholic church is a 
total wreck. The destruction of eutbuildings, 
fences, &c., is reported from every direction. 
In Foleytown, a colored settlement one or two 
miles north of here, no less than five houses are 
down, but strange to say nobody was killed or 
injured. The Baton Rouge steamers Teche and 
Warren, both here, were badly damaged. The 
up-coal fleet is a total wreck. Wood, Bodley & 
Co. lost 57 coal boats, and Coyle, Wilmot & Co. 
25, entailing a loss of about $290,000. Wood, 
Bodley & Co. also lost two coal elevators at the 
eity wharf, but they can be raised. At St. James 
great damage was done throughout the parish 
by the storm. 


WHEELING, West Va., Aug. 21.—For the 
third time within six weeks the Upper Ohio 
Valley suffers from a flood which has done fully 
$1,000,000 werth of damage, put whigh, 
thanks to the slow rising of the water, resulted 
in no loss of human life. The rain began falling 
at midnight last night and still continues, about 
six inches of water being recorded su far. As 
before, the railroads have suffered great dam- 
age, not less than six bridges on the line 
of the Pittsburg Division of the Baltimore and 
‘Ohio Road being missing in this county 
alone. The bridges at West Alexander, at the 
Pennsylvania State line, went out at 20’clock, 
and were followed in half an hour by three 
bridges at Triadelphia. At 3 o’clock the iron 
bridge at Elm Grove, five miles from the city, 
went away, and almost at the same time the 
big Baltimore and Ohio bridge, at Main-street, 
this city, collapsed with acrash which could 
be heard for blocks. At 6 o’clock to-night 
the big stone bridge across the ereek on 
the line of Main-street, ana but 10 yards 
east of the railroad bridge last men- 
tioned above, went down. This bridge 
was built in 1842 and was one of the landmarks 
of the city, and with it wént the Electric Motor 
line, the 20-inch water main, ana the natural 
and artificiai gas lines, cutting of 15,000 people 
from light, fuel, and water on the south side. 
The natural gas mains are also broken outside 
the city and the whole population is without 
fuel of this description. At Elm Grove ever 
house is submerged and the loss will reac 
$25,000. The streams are all higher than ever 
before, and a disastrous flood in the Ohio Val- 
ley is looked for. 

All trains have been ordered abandoned on 
the Ohio River Road. About 200 delegates to 
the Republican State Convention at Charleston 
to-morrow are stuck on this road at Sisters- 
Ville, 40 miles south on the river.

A NUMBER OF INTERESTING CONTESTS 
ON LAKE GEORGE. 

AMERICAN CANOE ASSOCIATION Camp, 
LAKE GEORGE, Aug. 21.—The morning opened 
bright and pleasant, with a stiff breeze from 
the south, but by 9 o’clock, the hour given for 
the sailing races to commence, it had about died 
out, and the paddling races were substituted. 
The attendance was even larger than yester- 
day, and it seemed as if every steam yacht and 
rowboat on Lake George had been chartered for 
the oceasion.. The first race was a tandem pad- 
dling race for deeked sailing canees, with 
double-bladed paddies, distance 1,000 yards 


straightaway. The starters finished in the fol- 
lowing order: Dr. H. E. Rice and E. C. Knappoft 
Springfield, Mass., winners; M. F. Johnson of 
Toronto and Harry ‘Torrence, Brockville, On- 
tarie, second; M. V. Brokaw and C, V. R. Sehuy- 
ler of the Brooklyn Canoe Club, third; A. B.

There were but four entries in the tandem 
paddling race, with singiebladed paddles, over 
the same course. It was quickly shown that 
there were but two contesting crews, one Cana- 
dian and one American. Harry Torrence of 
Brockville and W. A. Leys of Toronto, Ontario, 
defeated J. R. Robertson and Frank A, Kimball 
of Auburndale, Mass. 

At this time a streng breeze had sprung up, 
and the third race was made a_ sailing 
race for novices. This excluded all who 
hadsailed a canoe previous te last sea- 
son. Oonsiderable ability was shown by 
the beginners. The wind was very Ligh, and 
yetevery starter covered the course. This is 
unusual, as capsizes or accidents of some kind 
generally reduce the number one-half. T. Ar- 
tour Gage of the Vesper Canoe Club of Lowell,

The morning races were brought to a close 
with the manceuvring race. Each contestant in 
this race at a given signal must throw a paddle 
blade overbeard, make the turn, recover it, and 
continue to the finish.

Ford 
Jones of Brockville, Ontario, wore round more 
quickly and led to the finish. Brokaw was a 
good second, with Walter Stewart of London, 
Engiand, third, and George A. Warder of Spring- 
field, Ontario, fourth. 

The afternoon sports began with a salling 
Tace, with a sail limit of 25 feet. Kain had set 
in, which prevented the light boats carrying 
more than the lmited rig. There were 24 
starters. The boatsrushed madly over the white 
caps, throwing shewers of spray in all directions 
as they waited an hour for the regatta eommit- 
tee’s launch, and a fine exhibition of sailing 
was given.

THE MURDERER MAXWELL. 


AN UNPUBLISHED CHAPTER 
HISTORY OF CRIME. 
NORTHERN PaciFIC JUNCTION, Minn., 
Aug. 21.—There is a hitherto unpublished 
chapter in the hiatery of the murderer Maxwell, 
which throws much light on his gegtility, of 
which so much has been said. The scene is in 
this county of roeks and pines, and the time in 
the Summer of 1883. There suddenly came to 
this place a dark-eyed, dark-whiskered English- 
man, well edueated, of much leisure, and seem- 
ingly of ample means. He was very tascinating 
and soon.won many friends. Among others he 
captivated the Rev. William Smith of the 
church here, himself a recent importation frem 
Scotland. He proposed to become a permanent 


resident here and make great improvements, 
He purchased the residence of a prominent 
citizen at an extravagant price, to be paid for 
after his return from a visit to the twin cities. 
Just before starting he borrowed from _ his 
reverend Scottish friend $50 in cash and Mrs. 
Smith’s gold watch. From this visit he never 
returned, retaining the watch,.money, und 
probably other sums and articles, as his other 
victims did net ** squeal.” 

While here he practiced medicine occasionally 
and always suceessfully. James Paige, druggist, 
of Clogvethas, has two prescriptions written by 
him dated “7 mo. 23 da. 1883,” and signed Wal- 
ter Lennon Maxwell, M. B., F. R. C. B. These pre- 
scriptions are written ina fine hand, and indi- 
cate a complete knowledge of the medical pro- 
feasion. Nothing more was heard from him 
after his departure from this place fer the twin 
cities, in 1883, until the murder of Preller oc- 
curred and Maxwell was arrested. The Rev. 
Mr. Smith, who, like a true Scetchman, never 
forgets, suspected the murderer of Preller and 
the Northern Pacific Junction contidence man 
to be one and the same man. He therefore se- 
cured his photograph from St. Louis. He and 
others investigated the matter, and all who 
saw Walter Lennon Maxwell in 1883 and have 
seen photographs of the murderer of Preller are 
fully satisfied of his identity.

Hundreds crowd 
around the rooms of the Relief Committee and 
insolently insist upon receiving rations. 

The hospital is being greatly enlarged. A 
large pavilion, 50 feet long, is being erected. 
Two large fleored tents for suspects are also 
provided. The physician in charge has a nice 
office, which is large enough also to hold sup- 
plies, The guards now are supplied with tents 
and are ranged entirly around the grounds, 
Everything that is needed has been provided, 
and the hospital surgeon speaks highly of its 
present efficient condition. With the new addi- 
tion he can accommodate 40 patients, keeping 
the whites and negroes apart, as aiso the sexes. 
Three Sisters of Mercy have volunteered to 
nurse the female patients, and their presence 
will aid the physician a good deal. 

The concussion theory was not tested last 
night for the want of primers. The battery 
has @ number on hand and several thousands 
coming, Dut it has been thought prudent to hold 
on to these already on hand until those on the 
way arrive, in case of any emergency that may 
arise. The tar fires were not very generaliy 
burned last night, either on account of neglect 
of the people in supplying receptacles er of the 
Fire Department in supplying the tar. This will 
be remedied to-night. 

The supply of vegetables now offered for sale 
continues both light and of an inferier quality, 
and but little except eggplants, okra, canbage, 
and Nerthern onions and potatoes are to be had. 

Capt. J. H. Stephens of the Savannah, Florida 
and Western Railroad gave notice to-day that 
he has been directed by Capt. R. G. Fleming, 
Superintendent of that system, to say that the 
citizens of Dupont, Ga., have thrown their 
doors open and invite our people to go there. 
The Mayor of that place*says he has a lot of 
lumber which will be presented to those wishing 
to build temporary houses there. The entire 
supply of lake ice in the city is exhausted, and 
all ere is now upon the manufactured 
article. 

Quite a refugee eamp has been established at 
Mencrief Springs, where a great many of the 
young men of the city spend their nights. On 
Sunday they indulged in a picnic and a general 
good time. 


AN OVERISSUE OF BONDS. 


HOW AN INNOCENT PURCHASER HAS 
SUFFERED AND HER REMEDY. 

MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., Aug. 21.—George L. 
Deved, iron founder of Baltimore, Md., was ar- 
rested whife passing through here last week 
under an indictment found against him by the 
Grand Jury of this county for grand larceny. 
He was held to bail to appear at the next Court 
of Sessions for trial. The arrest is an incident 
growing out of alleged frauds in connection 
with an overissue of town bonds in aid of the 
construction of the New-York and Oswego Mid- 
land—now Ontario and Western—Railroad. The 
adjoining town of Mamakating, Sullivan County, 
in 1868, authorized three duly-appointed Bond- 


ing Commissioners to issue to the Oswego Mid- 
land Railroad Company $175,000 of its town 
bonds torun 20 years, with semi-annual interest, 
coupons at 7 per cent. attached, in exchange 
fer a like amount of the company’s common 
stock. George L. Deved was then a resident of 
the town, and was one of the firm of Deved 
Brothers, which tirm had large contracts for 
building and equipping the new road. In mak. 
ing payment on the contracts the company’s 
Board ot Directors gave Deved Brothers an 
order on the Mamakating Bonding Commis- 
sioners for $10,000 in amount of the bonds of 
the town. By some mistake or inadvertence 
on their part, the Commissioners turned over 
to the contractors a bond for $1,000, No. 405, 
which was in excess of the authorized issue of 
$175,000. When the Commissioners subse- 
quently discovered the blunder and sought toa 
recover the bond, it is alleged that Deved 
Brothers admiited the receipt of. the obligation, 
and promised to return it to the Commissioners 
for cancellation, but failed to do so, 

The bond then disappeared entirely, and noth- 
ing was heard of it for 10 yeara. But in 1879 
it turned up in the hands of a New-York 
broker, with the severa! interest coupons due 
up to date missing, and was purchased of the 
broker, in good faith, by Miss Frank M. Thomp- 
son of this city. The Middletown National Bauk, 
was at that time the financial agent of the 
town of Mamakating, and as such promptly 
honored the interest coupon due on the bond 
July 1, 1879. Subsequently the town 
repudiated the bond, and chereupon 
Miss ‘Thompson, began an action against 
the town to enforce payment. The 
action was carried through the several lower 
tribunals up to the Court of Appeals, which 
body recently decided that the bond was an 
overissue and void, and that the plaintiff was 
not entitled to recover. The plaintiff then laid 
the case before the Orange County Grand Jury, 
and an indictment was found against George 
L. Deved for the alleged crime of uttering a 
spurious and fraudulent money obligation. The 
Deveds are among the first families of Sullivan 
County, and the trial promises to be a celebrated 
case. 








WENT AWAY TO KILL HERSELF. 
Boston, Aug. 21.—The young woman 
found wandering abeut Franklin Park on the 
night of Aug. 11, and who subsequently died at 
the City Hospital from narcotic poisoning, was 
identified to-day as Christiana Baird of Brooklyn, 


N. Y. This is the woman who gave the name of 
Annie Clark. She left New-York about two 
weeks ago, and the day after her departure one 
of her friends received a letter from her stating 
that she was tired of life and was goiig to a 
place where she was unknown in order to commit 
suicide. The story of the mystery in which the 
identity of Annie Clark was in?olved, as told in 
THE TIMES one week ago, was read by the Baird 
woman’s friends, who at once communicated 
with Superintendent Small of the Boston police. 
At their request an accurate description of the 
deceased, together with pieces of her clothing, 
was sent to New-York, and to-day the woman’s 
sister, accompanied by a elergyman, came to 
Boston and positively identified the clothing 
worn by the unfortunate girl at the time of her 
deaib, . 
Christiana Baird was 28 years old, and recent- 
ly came to this country from her native place, 
Edinburgh, Scotland. She lived with George 
Whitehead at 10549 Fort Greene-place, Brooklyn, 
The cause of the girl’s suicide. if such it was, is 
unknown. The body was buried a few days ago 
at Mount Hope Cemetery and probably will not 
be disturbed.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Aug. 21.—The “ com- 
bine” knewn as the United Jellico Coal and 
Igon Company, whicn was organized to-day at 
the meeting of some of the leading mine owners 
of Eastern Kentucky, Virginia, and Tennessee, 
will be ene of the largest organizations of its 
kind in the country. The entire property ¢on- 
sists of the rich mines now owned by the Wool- 
dridge Coal and Coke Company, the Jellico 
Mountain Coal Company, and the Proctor Coal 
Company, which comprises 14,900 acres and 
about 700 miners’ houses and numerous stores 
belonging to each mine.

be paid in cash. 

The ofticers of the company are W. E. Grin- 
stead of this city, temporary President; 8. 8. 
Eastwood, Secretary; Directors, J. E. Redfieid 
of Conuecticut, M. Tillman of Philadelphia, 
James E. Chandler of New-York, Themas Coch- 
ran of Philadelphia, Charles F. Johnston of 
Louisville, T. L. Woodbridge ef Lexing- 
ton, om * E. Thornton, Kensie St.

THE EDUCATION OF A PRINOR. 
From Galignani’s Messenger of Paris. 

The greatest care has been taken in the 
education of the royal children in Greece. The 
Crown Prince, a tall, handsome young man of 
19, unites great strength of character and will 
to a very amiable disposition, which gives @ 
charm to his person and causes him to be adored 
by the people, who place in him all their hopes 
for the future greatness of their ceuntry and see 
in him the future Emperor of Censtantinople. 


He is a hard student and learns well what he 
takes up. His Professors were never able to 
teach him enough, and he has so much amour 
propre that he would always learn more than 
the set task, saying that he had so many things 
to acquire in order to become a 
good ing that he had no time to 
lose. In @ sham fight in which he 
took part the military cadets were ordered ta 
take by storm a hill, which was supposed to De 
occupied by tha enemy. The Crown Prince, 
although much the youngest, did nis best te ar 
rive the first, remarking that it is always the 
duty of a Prince te lead the way. He hae since 
become a Lieutenant in the First Regiment of 
the line, and for a few months he was sent by 
the King to Germany te complete his educa- 
tion. Here, also, he soon became a great fa- 
vorite with everybody, and especially with the 
old Emperor William, who, with his own hands, 
decorated him with the grand cross of the 
Biack Eagle, a distinction generaily reserved to 
elder Princes. The suite of the Crown Prince is 
compesed of a Maréchal de la Cour, who 
was formerly director of the education of the 
Princes, and an aide-de-camp. The first, Mr. 
Liiders, a German, is a frank and jovial man, who 
is, at the same time, studicus and very learned. 
He first came to Athens as a diplomat, repre- 
senting the German Empire at this capital.

Every day brings forth new instances of 
prominent American manufacturers who 
are clear-sighted enough to see that not 
only their individual interests but the gen- 
eral industrial and commercial interests of 
the country demand a reduction of the du- 
ties which make raw materials costly and 
restrict our trade with other nations. Mr. 
MarsHatt C. Lerrerts, President of the 
Celluloid Brush Company, declares his pur- 
pose to support President CLEVELAND and 
his tariff policy on that ground. . The rea- 
sons he gives apply with equal force toa 
vast variety of manufactures, 
Their great need now is free raw materials 
and more extended markets, and if they had 
them they would give more employment 
to labor, and would have no occasion to re- 
duce wages. In fact, greater demand for 
labor means higher wages as well as steadi- 


er employment, There are just two reasons 


why we are not now supplying manu- 
factured goods to Mexico, Central and 
South America, and other countries which 
do their trading with Europe almost wholly. 


One is the cost of the raw materials of 
manufacture and the other is the high 
duties which prevent those countries from 
sending us their products in return. High 
protection is strangling our manufacturing 
industries under the pretense of promoting 
them, with the exception of a few special 
interests that are still satisfied with the 
home market or necessarily limited to it.

pose, Itis possible, however, that in the 
last twenty-four years, during which period 
the head of the army has always been 
either a General or a Lieutenant-General, 
some acts of Congress may have conferred 
powers upon him with specific mention of 
these titles, so necessitating their extension 
in the present case. Indeed, it is suggested 
that Gen. SCHOFIELD would need such 
legislation in order to make sundry special 
assignments. Whatever the fact, a proper 
revision of the statutes and the regulations 
should give all powers to the officer in im- 
mediate command of the army by virtue of 
his assignment and without reference to 
his grade, 








It has been suggested that Mr. BLAINE 
was “coached” by the Hon. THomas B. 
REED of Maine, the Republican leader in 
the House, before he sounded his harsh 
“*keynote” about Trusts. In May last Mr. 
REED made a speech in opposition to the 
Mills bill, and declared that combinations 
of manufacturers were virtually without 
power to do any harm, because they were 
restrained by “one of the laws of Gop” 
from doing what many of them had already 
done in this country. Mr. RrEpD said: 

“What umreasonable talk thisis! A dozen 
men fix the prices for sixty million freemen! 
They can never do it. There is no power on 
earth that can raise the price of any necessity 
ef life above a just price and keep it there. 
More than that, if the price is raised and main- 
tained, evon for a short while, it means ruin 
for the combination and still lower prices for 
the consumers.” 


If there were in the gallery of the House 
any of the agents of the Sugar Trust, the 
Steel Beam Ring, the Steel Rail Association, 
the Linseed Oil Trust, the Copper Syndi- 
cate, or even the Halibut Pool we may be 
sure that they were highly entertained by 
Mr. RrEep’s remarks. While we do not find 
in the report of the speech the assertion 
that combinations are merely ‘private 
affairs,” yet it was his purpose to cause an 
impression that they were of necessity 
harmless, and from this it might be in- 
ferred that their operations did not eall for 
interference on the part of private citizens 
or the highest of Executive officers. 








It would be a hard fate should it appear 
that the Englishman FRANK LUPTON, ‘or 
LUPTON Bey, whose death at Khartoum has 
just been reported, perished near the time 
of the rescue of his comrades from captivity. 
Yet it 1s possible that such a rescue, either 
by successful negotiations for ransom or by 
the defeat and overthrow of the Mahdi, is 
not very far away. Itis known now from 
the messenger who lately arrived at Cairo 
from Omdurman, which is opposite Khar- 
toum on the Nile, that the Mahdi has under- 
taken an expedition, with steamers and 
transports in tow, up the river, for the pur- 
pose of attacking EmM1N Pasha, who, on his 
part, had made northward advances in the 
equatorial provinces. The result of this ex- 
pedition is by no means to be counted on as 
a victory for Khalifa ABDULLAH; and if it 
should prove instead a considerable dis- 
aster, there is reasonable ground for the 
belief that it would lead to the overthrow 
of his authority at Khartoum. A move- 
ment of the British forces on the Lower Nile 
at this juncture, threatening the Mahdi, 
would perhaps be of service; and watchful- 
ness to aid the escape of the Khartoum cap- 
tives is in order at all events. . 








THE REJECTION OF THE TREATY. 

The discussion and rejection of the fish- 
eries treaty is perhaps the most remarkable 
instance of narrow partisanship in the 
treatment of a great international question 
ever known in our history. The contro- 
versy over the rights of American fishing 
vessels in Canadian waters and Canadian 
ports has been waged off and on ever since 
the foundation of the Government. The 
treaty of 1818, when left in unqualified 
effect, has been the subject of constant dis- 
pute, and out of the different interpreta- 


tions put upon it by the parties interested 
have sprung the various collisions and 
grievances that have disturbed the rela- 
tions of two friendly countries with large 


interests in common. After the abrogation 


of the fishery clauses of the treaty of 1871 


they were thrown back upon the eld con- 
vention that had been prolific of so much 
misunderstanding. Those interested in the 
fisheries professed to be satisfied with the 
privileges granted by that agreement, if 
only the duties on Canadian tish products 


were maintained, but it immediately gave 
rise to new troubles because they claimed 


more than the treaty granted. The Cana- 


dian treatment of our vessels under the in- 
terpretation which the Dominion authori- 
ties gave to the treaty renewed the old 
controversy. 

There was one of two things to be done. 


Either anew agreement must be entered 
into which would remove all doubt as to 
mutual rights or a course of retaliation 
must be adopted as a means of bringing 
Canadato terms. As to the comparative 
wisdom of these two courses there could be 
no doubt. Retaliation would settle no dis- 
puted question, and instead of establishing 
satisfactory relations between the countries 
it was sure to exasperate their relations, 
making a bad matter worse and leading to 
consequences which no man could foresee. 
Congress gave authority for such a poliey, 
but it was the part of wisdom to avoid it if 
possible. It was certainly an alternative 
worth trying. The negotiation of a new 
treaty covering this subject and nothing 
else had never been attempted, and the 
Administration determined to try it by the 
best possible plan, that of appointing a 
joint cemmission to take the whole subject 
into consideration, and endeavor to reach 
an agreement satisfactory to both sides, 
Its overtures were received in a friendly 
epirit, and the matter was taken up with a 
disposition to maintain all just rights and 
claims, and to reach conclusions that would 
be mutually beneficial and promote friend- 
ly relations. 


The treaty that was’ agreed to by the 


Commissioners left no doubt or ambigu- | 
‘ity, and went far beyond the treaty of 


1838 in conceding privileges té vur fishing 





treatment. In fact it secured everything, 
that the fishermen had insisted upon hs of 
any material impertance to them. It was 
calculated to put an end to disputes and 
grievances and relieve the relations of the 
United States and Canada,from their ono 
source of dangor. But these negotiations 
were undertaken by a Democratic Admin- 
istration, and their success would add to 
its strength and prestige. This, and this 
alone, was the cause of opposition from the 
Republican majority in the Senate. The 
tone and temper of nearly all the speeches 
on the Republican side have shown this 
motive for hostility unmistakably. Iu the 
first place, the Committee on Foreign Rela- 
tions took the preposterous position that 
this was not under all the circumstances of 
the case a proper subject for diplomatic 
negotiation, and then it assumed, contrary 
to the plain meaning of the Constitution 
and the bulk of precedents, that the Presi- 
dent had no right to initiate such negotia- 
tions without the consent of the Senate. 
This revealed at once the partisan temper 
of the majority of the committee and of the 
Senate. 

Throughout the debate this temper has 
been maintained and nothing like a calm 
and fair consideration has been given to 
the merits of the treaty by Republican 
Senators. They were determined from the 
first to reject the work of the President and 
the joint commission, and were intent only 
on devising pretexts for their predeter- 
mined action. Regardless of consequences 
to the relations of the country with a 
friendly power or to the vast commercial 
interests involved in those relations, they 
were eager only to deprive the Democratic 
Administration of credit for its efforts to 
obtain a peaceful settlement of the diffi- 
culties and of the prestige that would come 
from the success of those efforts. That was 
the sole aim and object of the Republican 
Senators, and it was obvious on the face of 
all they said and did down to the final vote 
of rejection. The most remarkable fact in 
connection with their proceedings has been 
the calmness and apathy with which the 
commercial bodies of the country and repre- 
sentatives of our great trade interests have 
allowed them to go on without raising a 
protest. 

We are confident that the sober sense of 
the people all this while has not been de- 
ceived. Every legitimate claim of the fish- 
ing interests would have been secured by 
the ratification of the treaty. They cer- 
tainly will not be benefited by its rejection, 
while vastly greater and more important 
interests will be put in jeopardy. This 
ought to be understood and appreciated by 
the people, andsofar as this question enters 
into political consideration in this can- 
vass, it should be regarded as a ques- 
tion of confidence in the Administration 


or of support for the course of mean and 


reckless partisanship pursued by the Re- 
publican Senators. On that question there 
ought to be no doubt of the popular verdict. 
There is this further consideration in favor 
of supporting the Administration on this 
issue. It will leave the question still open 
for friendly means of settlement of some 
kind, while a support of the Senate’s posi- 
tion would close all avenues of future 
negotiation and bring upon the country 
the disastrous consequences of retaliation, 
hostility, and possible war. It would put 
an end to all prospect of improving the com- 
mercial relations of the United States and 
Canada. This is oneof the questions which 
the people should keepin mind in casting 
their votes next Noveinber. 








THE LETTER THE MAYOR DE- 
STROYED. 

The original letter written by Mayor 
HEWITT to Gov. Hitt has not yet been 
brought out by the Fassett committee. 
Probably it will never see the light. It 
appears to have been destroyed, and that 
is a great misfortune, for there is reason to 
suppose that it transcended in contempo- 
rary political interest any letter ever 
written by Mr. Hewitt, and he is a prac- 
tical letter writer, as all the world knows. 

The evidence as to the character of this 


letter is not very direct; it is not exactly 
conclusive; but it is at any rate highly sug- 
gestive. The fact that the Mayer had 
written an important letter to the Gov- 
ernor upon aqueduct matters was known 


and talked about before Gov. Hitt had re- 
ceived the letter or knew that one had 
been written. Some three weeks ago it 
began to be whispered about the city 


that the letter contained one remarkable 


passage—nothing less than a demand that 
Gov. Hitt restore to the City Treasury the 
$10,000 which, by the testimony already 
taken and the Governor’s own admission, 


was known to have been taken from the 


illegal profits of a firm of aqueduct con- 
tractors to pay political debts contracted 
by Gov. Hitt in the canvass of 1885. Such 
a demand upon the highest officer of the 
State by the highest officer of its chief city 
excited the wonder of those who heard the 
story. It was entirely unique in oficial 
and political correspondence, and the 
general comment was that the publication 
of that letter would prevent Gov. HiL1’s 
renomination. ; 

But was the demand really made in the 
original letter written by the Mayor to the 
Governor? The evidence is scanty. Some. 
body said that the demand was in the 
letter, and somebody else told the story. 
Did the first somebody know whereof he 
spoke? Is it the more, probable that he did 
know, or that he wickedly and falsely in- 
vented the extraordinary story? 

Js there any other evidence? The letter 

produced by the Mayor yesterday, which 
isthe so-called original, bging the letter 
first.,sent to the Governor and then re- 
called on his request in order that the 
amended letter read on Monday might be. 
substituted for it, contained this para- 
graph: 
. “The people of this city are astounded by 
these revolutions. The opinion is universal 
that speedy reparation should be made by ali 
cencérned in the change et the law whereby 
the public welfare has become thus entangled 
with political and personal interests.” 

A man accustomed to weighing his words, 
who had written a letter demanding the 
‘performance of a specific personal act of 
restitution on the part of his correspondent, 





| and who had concluded after # night's do- ‘ 
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would very naturally put a general phrase 
in the place of the too pointed and personal 
demand of the earlier draft, trusting to 
the. conscience or the cowardice of 
the recipient of the letter for its effect. 
“The opinion is general,” wrote the May- 
or, in the letter actually sent, ‘‘ that 
Speedy. reparation should be made by all 
concerned in the change of thelaw whereby 
the public welfare has become thus en- 
taugled with political and personal inter- 
ests.” The Governor was deeply “ con- 
cerned” in the “‘ deal” by which the law was 
changed, and his “ political and personal” 
interests were inextricably ‘‘entangled” 
with the business of the Aqueduct Com- 
mission. How could the Mayor have éaid 
more politely, yet more plainly, ‘‘ Disgorge 
that $10,000 paid out of the profits of the 
contract on Section 12 to take up your 
note”? 

Now what is the evidence that any draft 
of the letter’ was written earlier than the 
one first sent? The Mayor’s own testimony. 
We quote from the Sun’s report of the testi- 
mony given by Mayor HEwitr on Monday: 

* Questions as te whether the letters had been 
shown to any one elicited the only further in- 
teresting fact developed. The Mayor said he 
had written a letter prior to the letter of July 
13, but it had not been sent. This he had shown 
to Corporation Counsel BEEKMAN before de- 
stroying it. The letter writtenin its place was 
not shown to anybody. He destroyed the other 
letter because it did not suit him, but said that 
it contained less ef facts rather than more, than 
the one that replaced it.” 


A demand for the restitution of misap- 
propriated funds is hardly a “fact.” 








ADVICE TO A NEIGHBOR. 

The Tribune has not yet defended Mr. 
BLAINE’sS opinion that Trusts are merely 
“private aftairs’ with which “ neither 
President CLEVELAND nor any private per- 
son has any right to interfere,” but its 
readers should not on this account permit 
themselves to believe that it has no opin- 
ions of its own upon this subject. On Feb. 
22 it said: ‘‘ The plain truth is that these 
combinations to prevent competition are 
radically hostile to and are destined to 
defeat the very object of the protective system.” 
The Tribune is opposed to anything that is 
hostile to the protective system or that is des- 
tined to defeat the object of the protective 
policy. Consequently it must be opposed to 
all ‘‘combinations to prevent competition.” 
That is to say, iti must be opposed to the 
combinations of manufacturers in the steel- 
rail, bar-iron, nail, bolt, paper-bag, slate, 
lead-pencil, jute-bagging, steel-beam, lin- 
seed-oil, iron-ore, oil-cloth, copper, lumber, 
sand-paper, paving-pitch, cordage, and 
sugar-refining industries, and many other 
similar rings which we will not enumerate. 
It has declared boldly that they are des- 
tined to defeat the object of the taxing 
policy which it supports, and of course it 
desires not only to preserve the policy but 
also to prevent the defeat of the object of 
the policy. 

Being at heart the bitter enemy of all 
these combinations, it is unable to com- 
mend Mr. BLAINE’s opinion that they are 
only “ private affairs,” with which neither 
the President nor the people have any right 
to interfere, but is engaged in deep medita- 
tion concerning the course which it ought 
to take. Its party has declared in the 
national platform that the tariff duties by 
the aid of which the combinations, _ exist 
exact unjust prices, and are enabled to ‘‘ de- 
feat the very object” of such duties, should 
be raised, presumably in order that the 
prices may bé put up another peg and the 
‘* defeat of the very object” hastened. And 
the Leader, to whom it looks for guidance 
and inspiration, has plainly said that any 
combination that is destined to defeat the 
very object of the protective system isa 
private affair with which no one has a right 
to meddle. It is not surprising that the 
Tribune is in a quandary and that its medi- 
tations are prolonged. 

If the Tribune were in a mood to take ad- 
vice we should urge it to sit for a time at 
the feet of the Hon. JoHN SHERMAN, an 
eminent Republiean, who, as the Tribune 
knows, has reached the conclusion that 
“combinations to prevent a reduction of 
prices by fair competition” in many cases 
“crow out of the tariff laws,” “can be 
reached by the operation ef” those laws, 
and ‘fought to be met by a reduction of 
duty.” The Tribune would then learn how 


to restrain or punish the rings that are 


hostile to its pet system of taxation and are 
destined to defeat the very object of that 
system, and would begin to see that when 
the convention “put Mr. BLaIner into its 


platform,” with all his “principles” and 


‘‘ideas,” the structure was subjected to a 
load that will surely strain its timbers. 








MR, MORTON'S GARDENERS. 


Senator INGALLS meant well when he ad- 
vised the Republicans to nominate for Vice- 
President ‘‘some fellew like PHEetups of 
New-Jersey, who could reach the conserva- 
tive forces of the East and get contribu- 
tions from the manufacturers and Wall- 
street.” The nomination of Mr. Lrvi P. 
MORTON was universally recognized as fill- 
ing this description. And yet the testimony 
before the Committeo on Immigration in- 
dicates that ‘‘some fellow” equally with 
Mr. Morton “ like PHELPS” as a reacher 
of conservative forces and a getter of con- 
tributions might have been found who was 
less offensive to the labor vote. 

It is unfortunate that a champion of 
American labor against the underpaid 
labor of Europe should be caught 
importing the underpaid labor under 
contract contrary to law, ,and under- 
paying it so that it left him in vielation of 
the illegal contract. When the Republican 
Committee of Notification visited MryMor- 
TON at his country seat its members were 
gratified and surprised at the extent and 
completeness of his grounds, and at what 
seemed to be evidence of a lavish expenditure 
that might be turned into other channels 
and made to fructify the waste places of the 
party. It appears, however, from the testi- 
mony of Mr. CurTis that the expenditure 
was not so reckless as it seemed, and that 
though on ostentation he was bent Mr.‘ 
MorrTON had a frugal mind. To secure the 
fair prospect upon which the eyes of his 
visitors rested with delight, he had, 
if this testimony be true, imported two 
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half than the average wages in their trade 
in this country. . This fact, and the fact that 
living was costlier in this country than in 
England, they discovered only after they 
arrived, whereupon one of them left Mr. 
MorrtTon’s employ, in spite of the threat of 
that protector of American labor to sue him 
on the illegal contract. It is safe to say 
that tho suit will not be brought, at least 
not before November. 

lt is also safe te say that the incident 
confirms the wisdom of Mr. MorRTOoN’s de- 
cision to abstain from endeavoring to pro- 
mote his own election by the public use 
of his tongue or hispen. The former imple- 
ment he should suffer to remain in its 
sheath, and the latter he should employ 
exclusively in signing checks and in reach- 
ing theconservative forces of the East with 
every precaution for privacy. 











FOUR IN THE MORNING. 

The Thinavalla and Geiser collision adds 
another to the list of marine disasters oc- 
curring at 4 o’clock inthe morning. This 
was the hour the Oregon was struck. The 
weather was comparatively clear on the 
morning of the Géiser disaster, the lights 
of the approaching vessels were plainly vis- 
ible to each other, there seemed no reason 
why they should not pass far apart; but 
for all they came together and struck with 
terribly fatal results. Some one blundered. 
In the case of the Oregon, which presents 
the same general features, the sinking of 
the steamship was happily unattended with 
loss of life, but the vessel which struck her 
must have instantly gone to the bottom 
with all aboard. The Captains of the Geiser 
and Thingvalla exonerated. themselves 
from blame. The public wonder how the 
disaster could have occurred, and in the 
minds of many the sinking of the Oregon 
has something mysterious about it. 

There was nothing mysterious in it to 
the Cunard Company. The managers at 
once ordered a change of system on their 
boats, and other steamship lines will have 
to follow their example, for under the ex- 
isting system 4 o’clock in the morning is 
an hour full of peril where the danger éf 
collisions is so constant as it is on the 
crowded Atlantic. To understand this it is 
necessary to consider that regular liners 
(the Cunarders excepted) have four deck 
officers, who take the watches,in couples, 
the Captain being supposed to be on duty 
at alltimes. The watches into which the 
twenty-four hours are divided nautically 
are as follows, the officers keeping them 
being indicated by letters: 

First Watch.—Eight P. M. till midnight, officers 
A and D. 

Mid Waich.—Midnight till 4 A. M., officers B 
and C. 

Morning Watch.—Four till 8 A. M., efficers A 
and D. 

Forenoon Waich.—Eight till noon, officers B 
and C. 

Afternoon Waich.—Noen till 4 P. M., officers A 
and D. 

First Dog Waich.—Four till 6 P. M., officers B 
and C. 


Second Dog Waich.—Six till 8 P. M., officers A 
and D. 


The object of splitting the four hours 
from 4 o’clock till 8 P. M. into two watches 
of two hours each, technically called dog 
watches, isto keep the watchers alternat- 
ing; and it will be seen that under this sys- 
tem no officer at any time is off duty more 
than four hours. In that time he must eat 
and sleep, and it is obvious that he never 
gets afull four hours’ sleep at astretch. Offi- 
cers B andC, who leave the deck at midnight, 
must be at their posts again at 4 o’clock to 
relieve officers A and D, who have had the 
first watch. 

Here is the peril of it. A man leaves the 
deck tired and sleepy; it will take him a 
quarter of an hour ortwenty minutes to un- 
dress and turn in for sleep; at a quarter to 
4 he is roused out for duty again. Now itis 
matter of common experience with nine 
men out of ten that when awakened from 
sound sleep very early in the morning it is 
difficult to get theroughly awake. The 
brain seems clouded, and the mental facul- 
ties are not fully in action. This is often 
the case where sleep has been long enough 
for thorough rest, but where it has only run 
for so brief a period as less than four hours 
the case is much worse. Half asleep per- 
haps, or at least with faculties more or 
less benumbed, the officer takes charge of 
the deck. On the other vessel bearing down 


on him, another officer in the same state of 
mental obscuration has just taken charge. 
From this comes uncertainty and then con- 
fusion, indecision at the momemt of emer- 
gency, and a terrible disaster, which never 


would have occurred had the vessels been 
in command of men fully awake and alert. 

Since the loss of the Oregon the Cunard 
Company has increased the complemént of 
officers from four to six. This permits each 


man eight hours’ sleep; if not every twenty- 
four hours, certainly once in forty-eight 
hours, “and you cannot imagine,” said a na- 
val officer in speaking of this,‘ what a pleas- 
ure it is when you come off duty to think 


that you have a full eight hours’ sleep be- 
fore you.” A man does not get accustomed 
to short rations of sleep. He always feels 
it a drag on mind and body. On some 
steamer lines, where the revels of the smok- 
ing room are allowed to be kept up till all 
hours of the night, the otiicers who come off 
watch at midnight are lucky if the noises 
do not keep them awake for a considerable 
time after they have turned in, thus further 
untitting thom for subsequentduty. ‘* Many 
people think it a fine thing not to have the 
smokiug room closed and lights down,” said 
the officer quoted, “ but if they knew how 
far it risked their lives they would think 
differently. For their own safety, if for no 
other consideration, travelers ought to de- 
mand that the officers of an Atlantic liner 
should have eight hours’ sleep at least once 
in forty ight hours, especially in Winter.”

It seems that an electric light wire had 
sparkled to such an extent that the cupola of 
the hotel was put ina blaze. Then the guests 
of the hotel began a stampede, and Col. John M. 
Otter and his corps of assistants did their 
best to persuade them to believe that ther 
was rodanger. Women grasped the hae etig 
uable property which they could handle and 
dashed down the staircases to the piazza. Some 
of them gave their diamonds to Clerk Adams 
and asked him to put the precious stones in the 
hotel safe, but othera ran cut into ~ the 
street and carried their jeweiry with them. 

_Jacob Dreieer, the ¢fficial diamend dealer ef 
the hotel, had his canvas bags ready and was 
prepared to quit the place. He had in his pos- 
sessien hundreds of thousands of dollars’ worth 
of jewelry, but he and his clerks were as cau- 
tious as though there was no fire raging in tha 
cupola of the hotel and threatening the de- 
struction of the place. The Saratoga Fire De- 
partment under Chief Elias J. Shadwick were 
at work as quickly as Clerk Adams of the hotel 
Sent out the call, and the tire was under control 
i half an aoa 

Ihe concerts and festivities in Saratoga ceas 
while the Fire Department was at work in "oe 
hotel. Everyoody predieted a great fire, but vo 
lives were lost. Two thousand dollars will 
probably cover the loss which the A. T. 8tewart 
estate must sustain. 

Among those who carried thoir diamonds into 
the street, and who looked at the hotel until the 
fire was drowned out, were Police Justice Mur- 
ray, PatSheedy, Edward Kearney, ex-Alderman 
William L. Cole, ex-Assemblyman John Me- 
Manus, Col. John M. Otter, ex-Aiderman 
Nicholas Langdon, Col. Patrick Duffy, John 
Chamberlain, and John J. Scammell.

A BIG COACHING PARADE. 


AT MAPLEWOOD (N. H.) IN THE) WHITE 
MOUNTAINS. 

BETHLEHEM, N. H., Aug. 21.—The White 
Mountain coaching parade that took place at 
Maplewood to-day surpassed, both in magnifi- 
cence and extent, any coaching affair ever wit- 
nessed in New-England. The Executive Com- 
mittee having the parade In charge eonsisted of 
William C. Harding, Stamford; Jehn H. Flagg, 
New-York; J. B. MeGilvory, Maplewood; Frank- 
lin F. Jones, Brooklyn; E. C. Blach, Chicage, 
and George F. Richards, Boston.

The line 
formed at Maplewood, and at 11:30 the 
procession staried, headed by Chief Mar- 
shal Smith and the Bethlehem brass 
band, The line of mareh was up Bethiehen- 
street to the Centennial House and return, the 
round trip covering three miles. Thousands o? 
people were assembled at Maplewood Hostel, and 
as the coaches passed by the judges’ stand they 
were heartily applauded. Four prizes were 
offered. Tho committee consisted of Justice 
Lamar as Chairman, State Senator R. Jay 
Walsh, Greenwich, Conn.; C. M. Henderson, 
Chicago; Mrs. W. H. Webster, Miss Annie Milis,

In a per- 
functory manner he referred to the grand his- 
— and high standing ef the Republican Party, 
and then saat dewn. Arm enthusiastic admirer 
et Mr. Blaine, who was sitting on the platform, 
said, afterward, that the frigidity of the atmes- 
phere was so great that it chilled his very mar 
row and that he should never get over it. 

There is geod reason for believing that ene. of 
the reasons why Senator Quay has been seme- 
what distant in his trestment of Mr. Blaine has 
been that he hoped that Senator Edminds, now 
that Biaine was no longer 4 candidate, would 
take an active part in the campaign. Senator 
Quay haa a high opinion of Senator Edmunds, 
and he 1s said to have remarked that in me, 
campaign as this a few weighty arguments by 
him would have far greater effect upon the 
voters than all the flights of imagination in 
which Mr. Blaine could indulge. Havine such 
ideas it was confidently expected that Mr, Ed- 
munds weuld comply with the committee’s re- 

nest. 

TTesterday, his answer was received, and it was 
“No.” The imperious Senator is still unable to 
uplift his voice for the Presidential eandidate 
of his party. He wrote to the committee that 
the crisis was important and that he fully ap- 
preciated it, but that he Was unable to — on 
account of his health Icily he informs 
them: “My capacity for work is substantially 
exhausted for the season,” and therefere he 
must decline to speak. 

Te say that. the committees was disappolated 
hardly expresses their condition. It had its 
effect upon Goy. Feraker. On Monday it was 
given out that the Ohio Governor was coming 
to this city after the middle of September. and 
was going to make some great speeches here. 
A change has been made, and now Gev. Foraker 
will not speak here at all. He is to be confined 
to small places.in the interior of the State, the 
first place being Jamestown. This is a great 
downfall from a progress through the principal 
cities of New-York, New-Jersey, and Connecti- 
cut, which Gov. Foraker expected. 

Senator Fassett had hea of the bad news 
when the Aqueduct Investigating Committec 
took a recess at noon. It meved him, among 
other things, to affirm that there was not a werd 
of truth in the rumor that any differenses ex- 
isted between Senator Quay and Mr. Blaine. 
“Trere is not a word of truth in stich a report,” 
continued Senator Fassett; “Mr. Biaine is the 
recognized bead of the Republican Party, ana 
its fundamental principle the maintenance of 
the tariff.” 

“What de you think of Mr. Blaine’s Portland 
spesch on trusts?” 

“Tho Democratic papers have taken only one 
portion of Mr. Biaine’s speech. Tho speech 
taken asa whole will bear another and differ- 
ent construction. Therais nothing in any way 
tending to shew that trusts are the progeny ef 
the protective tariff. On the contrary England, 
which has free trade, is plastered all ever with 
trusts, and when Mr. Blaine made the remark 
that trusts are largely private affaira with 
which neither Prositent Cleveland nor we 3 pri- 
vate citizen has any pertieular right to inter- 
fere, he said what wae richt, fer the reason that 
neither the President nor a private citizen can 
do anything which will affect them one way or 
the other or prevent thetr being formed, The 
oniy way in which trusts can be controlled is 
by iegisiation. Private citizens cannot do it.”

STRONG FOR TARIFF REVISION. 
Mr. G. M. Fairchild of the firm of Schoff, 

Yairchild & Co., 41 Worth-street, whieb repre- 

sents some of the largest manufacturers of 

woolen in the country, is strongly in favor of 
the re-election of President Cleveland, as are 
the other members of his firm. Among the 
manufavturers represented by the firm is Reb- 
ert Bleakie of Hyde Park, Mass., himself an 

ardent supporter of President Cleveland and a 

believer in hts tariff-reform policy, This manu- 

facturer produces a class of goods that rivals 
the bost products of English and French looms. 

He came out unequivocally several months ago 

forareduction of the duty on manufactured 

goocs and, as an offset te this, for free importa- 


tion of raw wool. He and his commission mer- 
Chaats, Messrs. Schott, Fairchild & Co., are quite 
in accord In their views of the subject. 

Mr. Fairchild said yesterday: ‘' We have been 
severely criticised for the pcsition we have 
taxen oa the tariff quostion by some of vur col- 
laasues, but we believe we are right and that 
the issue will im the end amply justify our stand. 
Ous trade bas been very seriously affected dur- 
ing the last tive years by the unequal compati- 
ticn to which we have been subjected by foretgn 
gocvds. While the American manufacturer has 
been compelled to pay a large import duty on 
raw woel tue féreign manufacturer has had. his 
raw waterini free of duty. In addition to the 
lower wages paid bis workmen, when bis goods 
hx?ve been offered for sale in our market, they 
have been almost uniformiy undervalued, and 
hve thus escaped a large part of the duty they 
should have paid. 

“Now we are satisfied with the terms ef the 
Mills bill; it materially reducea the duty on 
wauufactured goods, but it aleg removes the 
duty entirely from raw wools. Although the 
net reduction is about 5 per cent. in favor of the 
forcign manufactarer, we can sland that and 
eveutually drive him outof this market. And 
we would noi havo to reduce the wages of eur 
workmen either. As it is at present we are 
compelied to pay a high rate of duty on a Class 
ot wools that are not produced in thia country 
a? all and that we cannot get along without. lf 
we Gan have these wools admitted free of duty 
to mix with American wooi we can produce our 
finished goods very much cheaper and Can with- 
siand the reduction of the tax on mantfactured 
goods. The natural effect will be te material.y 
reduce the price ef goods to the consumer and, 
therefore, to largely increase the demand fer 
our goods. We may not make quite se largs a 
percentaye of profit om any given quantity, but 
there will be a very great increase in the quan- 
tity sold, because everybody will be able to 
wear better clotaes. 

* As to the effect on the American wool grower, 
I think itis very plain that with the cenditiens 
as I have described them and as they would be 
arranged by the Millis bill, there would be a 
eenstaut and steadily increasing demand for ali 
that he could produce, at fair prices. The cul- 
tivation of sheep en lands 1m Ohio worth $100 an 
acre, isa pursuit of the industry under unnat- 
ural conditions and requirements. In other 
countries such lands as these are devoted to 
the raising of cereals and garden produce a 
thus render a reéasenable return upon the invest- 
ment. But shoep are grown upon land not 
erdinarlly geod for anything else. So it is in 
Bouth America and Australia, where the finest 
wools are produced and whence they are shipped 
te all parts of the civjlizec globe. Other eoun- 
tries get them free of duty, and there is no rea- 
son in the world why we should not also. The 
American sheep raiser would not be ruined by 
the removal of the duty from raw woel, not 
even {f his sheep should cease to‘hear wool and 
should only hereafter grow bristles. The an- 
imai would continue te be cultivated for his 
mutten, as hogs are for their pork. This seems 

very plain to us,and ws are satisfied that is is 
equally plain to all manufacturers ef woolens.”

ANOTHER CLEVELAND RECRUIT. 

Another American manufacturer, doing a 
business of nearly $3,000,000 a year, has'de- 
clarec himself for Cleveland and Thurman and 
turiff reform. Mr. Marshall C. Lefferts, Presi- 
dent of the Celluloid Brush Cempany, and a 
Director in both the Celluloid Manufacturing 
Company and the Celluloid Novelty Company, 
yesterday gave his reasous for supperting the 
Democratic national ticket as follows:

Weemploy ia all our factories sev- 
eral hundreds of men and young women and 
pay them from two to three times as much 
as the same class of operatives are paid in 
any foreign country. With cheaper cost of pre- 
duetion through the reduction in the cost of raw 
materials, we would have the entire world for 
eur market; our business would increase many 
fold; we would consume several times our pros- 
ent quantity of raw materials and give employ- 

ament to thousands more of men and women, 
withont any necessary deerease of their wages. 


ers, through changed cenditions of their tariffs, 
would again be enabled to compete with us in 
their home markets. But they would never, 
even under absolute free trade, be able to un- 
dersoll us in the free markets of the world—in 
South America, Australia, Mexice, China, 
Japan, and many of the countries of Europe. 
At present the supremacy of England, Ger- 
many, and France in South American trade is 
due almost entirely to their established lines of 
transportation, banks, and oxchanges. If we 
were at present as well provided in this re- 
spect as-the foreigners are we could build up 
@ considerable trade with all those countries 
even at present comparative prices. But eur 
ports are practically closed by the tariff ta the 
productions of those countries, and we cannot 
expect anything like reciprocity in trade with 
them while this condition of things exists. We 
are unable to sell them goods which would 
have to be i by way of England paid for 
through English er ether Europear banks. 

‘Some time.ago I made an experimental ship- 
ment of plated goods te South America The 
goods were sold at an apparent profit of 20 per 
cent., and wé6re sent O. O.'D. to a banking house. 
But there was no direct line of transportation 
to the place of destination from this country 
nor any systemef exchange. So [had to send 
the goods to Liverpool fer shipment by a British 
line toSouth America.- The goods arrived a!l 
right, but the purchaser paid by exchange on 
London, which was against us, and we got our 
pay by London bills on New-York, which was 
also against us. This circuitons way of doing 
business was so expensive that when at last 
the transaction was settled our apparent profit 
of 20 per cent. had entirely disappeared, and in 
its stead we suffered a loss of 10 per cent. on 
the transaction. 

“ This is but an instance. Of course, you can 
see the foreign manufacturers and merchants en- 
Joy a great advantage over us under the prevail- 
ing circumstances. But I hold that, with theduty 
on the raw materials produced in South America 
and useful in our manufactures done away with, 
our commerce with those countries would nat- 
uraliy increase and the lines of direct ocean 
transportation, banks, and insurance cempanies 
would quickly follow, and we would come nat- 
urally into our own. It is hecause the policy of 
President Cleveland favors this manner of de- 
veloping .our manufactures and foreign trade, 
and thus would promote the general prosperity 
of the country, that I am for him.” 


GAINING IN THE STATE. 

At the Democratic State Committee’s 
headquarters at the Hoffman House great pleas- 
ure is expressed at the large number of letters 
whieh are received notifying the committee 
of the surprising change of sentiment going en 
in the State. These letters keep coming frem

Te-day Attorney-General Tabor 
handed down a decision refusing to bring the 
action for a dissolution of this corporation. on 
the ground that if the petition is right the law 
of 1887 itself provides a remedy, viz.; ‘That 
the Commissioner of Public Works of the eity of 
New-York is authorized to remove the peles, 
&o., complained of,and further that the per- 
formance of the duty on the part of the corpo- 
ration may be compelled by mandamus er in- 
junction.” 

It also appeared before the Attorney-General 
that an action had already been commenced by 
the city of New-York againaet this same corpora- 
tion to have its poles and wires declared a pub- 
lic nuisance. }

SOMETHING CONCERNING THE TROUBLE 

BETWEEN HIM AND IMRE. 
. Bolossy Kiralfy is grieved at some of his 
brother’s utterances as reported fn the papera. 
He was very anxious, however, lest the news? 
paper men who heard what he said yesterday 
should represent him as making an attack on 
his brother. 

“IT don’t want to make mischief,” he said. 
“‘My brother and I have been together in busi- 
ness from childheod, and the present disagrea- 
ment is not pleasant tome. Idid not speak till 
I was forced to speak. But my brother plumes 
himself so much upon his achievements and 
talks se grandly about the ambition of hia 
life, representing himself as the producer of 
America’s greatest dramatic wonder, and repre- 
senting me as merely the manager of afew 
spectacular plays, that it is only right that the 
public should know the truth.” 

“His pretensions are all false. He originated 
nothing in ‘Nero.’ John Retig of Cincinnati 
created it, minus the ballet, and I designed 80 
per cent. of the cestumes and properties and 
everything else. The employment of Signor 
Coppi, the ballet master, whom Kiralfy Brothers 
imported, did the rest. Besides the 900 cos- 
tumes in his possession, but which I claim to be 
mine, there are several hundred suits of armor, 
whole parks of chariots and fleets of galleys, 
100 pairs of cymbals, 100 tambourinres, besides 
bumberless other musical instruments need in 
the triumphal proeession, countless pairs of 
sandals, and 600 to 800 tights and fieshings, all 
used in ‘Nero,’ and nearly all designed by me 
and made here or in London for ‘The Siege of 
Troy’ or for some other piece. I would 
challenge Imre Kiralfy to give ‘Nero’ without 
the costumes and properties designed by me, if 
I wanted to have him arrested, for his people 
would have nothing to wear. Nearly every- 
thing in ‘Nero’ has been done by me elsewhere. 
The triumphal procession I gave last Simmer 
at Chicago, alsothe chariot race. The operat- 
ing of scenery upon a railroad, and the erection 
of a hugo stage for the specialties were features 
ofthe ‘Siege of Troy.’ My ballet book, oon- 
taining the figures and dances I had composed, 
tell into the Receiver’s hands at Chicago, with 
the effects of ‘The Siege of Troy’ company, and 
I presume thatis now in my brother's, hands. 
Whether it contributesto the success of ‘‘ Nero,” 
I cannot say, as I have not seen the spectacle. 

‘“My brother’s statement that ‘The Slege of 
Troy’ failed throuch fault of mine is utterly 
false. I was engaged ooly as stage director, and 
in that capacity I fulfilled the terms of my eon- 
tract the first night. The house was crowded, 
the people were enchanted, the newspapers 
were enthusiastic, In -a week the show was 
c.iosed because of bad business management, be- 
cause the weather was rainy, and because those 
interested quarreled among themselves. Neither 
are there any salaries unpaid, as my brother al- 
leges. Mr. Erb, the manager, bought up ail 
such claims, and afterward there was a seventy- 
nine per eent. dividend from the proeecds vf 
the sale ef the company’s effects. Furthermore, 
when I found that some of the artists haa been 
left in distress [ wired money from New-York 
to help them and to pay their salaries. I also 
arranged with the railroad companies to get the 
actors heme, All this came out of my own 
pocket. 

‘I want to say also that I am perfectly satis- 
fled with the success of ‘Mathias Sandorf.’ 
Some of Imre’s girls bave left. him and have 
come to me, and the public have: patronized me 
well. LIshall soon bd at work upon a fairy spec- 
tacle and play to be brought out in New-York 
next April. 

“Of course, the trouble all arises from the 
a placed upon property of mine now 
in his hands. I paid for those 900 costumes and 
I think they are mine. [gave explicit instruc- 
tions that the Sheriff should give ample time 
for the filing of a bond, and should serve the 
writ at such time as should notinterfere with 
or interrupt the performance at St. George's, 
It was simply an act of business on my part to 
recover my own property. The settlement of 
the matter I am content to leave to the court. 
If there is spite on either side it rests with my 
brother. While I was away it was he who en- 
tered inte an arrangement secretly with the 
Staten Island people, and then sougkt in a 
trivial personal disagreement cause for separa- 
tion from me. He thought he could make mors 
money for himself that way. He was mistaken.”

by one of the most vigorous epponents 
of the tishery treaty, Fitz-John Babsen. Later 
Hurlburt was in command of the schooner 
Butler and several other American vessels at 
different times, his latest command being the 
schooner West Side, plying between Eastern 
perts and New-York. Ho has lived in Gloucester 
all this time, and it has always been understoed 
there that ho was a eitizen of the United States 
by naturalization, although it was well 
known that he was a_ native of Yar- 
mouth, Nova Seetia. Hence there was 
much surprise manifested when, on Aug. 
11 last, he appeared before the clerk of 
the Gloucester Municipal Court as an applicant 
for naturalizatien papers. During Hurlpurt’s 
career as a provincial Yankee Captain he served 
for short perieds on several Government vos- 
sels, among others having been attached as 
pilot to the United States Fish Commission 
steamer which in 1878 carried the Commission- 
ers tor this Government to Halifax to make 
that famous five-million-dollar award. Hurl- 
burt’s name appears frequently in the reports 
] the Fish Commission pubhshed about that 
time. 

Being so well known ip maritime circles in 
Gloucester, his application for naturalization 
papers naturally attracted unusual attention, 
and the case was brought to the notice of Owen 
Galvin, United States District Attorney, who at 
onee began an investigation. The result brought 
out the fasts as noted above, and_in this in- 
stance, at least, an alien commander of an 
American vessel is within the reach of the law.

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TWO OF NEW-JERSEY’S SONS 


STATUES OF STOCKTON AND 
KEARNEY ONVHILED. 

THE NATIONAL CAPITOL FULL OF JER- 
SEYMEN TO WITNESS THE CEREMONY 

—MR. PHELPS’S EULOGY. 

WASHINGTON, Aug, 21.—For_ several 
weeks two veiled statues have occupied places 
amond the marble and brenze figures of dis- 
tinguished Americans which stand in the old 
hall of the House of Representatives and which 
were presented for that purpose by varieus 
States. One is a marble statue of Richard 
Stockton, and the other a figure in bronze of 
Gon. ‘* Phil” Kearney. Both were presented by 
the State of New-Jersey and beth houses 
of Congress made & special order 
fixing this as the day for the formal acceptance 
of the statues on the part of the United States. 
When, therefore, Mr. Morgan had finished his 
speech on the fishery treaty in the Senate, Mr. 
McPherson obtained consent to interrupt the 
treaty matter in order to take up the resolution 
of acceptance of the New-Jersey statues. This 
resolution gaye rise to an unexpected debate. 
Mr. MoPherson had so worded it as to make 
Congress accept the statues “in the name 
of the Nation.” ;Mr. Beck, who has 
his own notion about a Nation, suggested 
that as Congress was the Congress 
of the United States it ought to take the atat- 
ues in the name of the United States. Mr. Mc- 
Pherson agreed with him and moved to insert 
“United States” in place ef “Nation.” This 
woke up Mr. Sherman, who insisted that this 


was a Nation with a great big N, and who ob- 
jected earnestiy to changing the resolution 
mer to satisfy somebody’s soruples about the 
term “Nation.” He quoted from the old recerds 
of Congress to show that ‘Nation’ was 
the proper term to use ine the resolu- 
tion. Mr. Hoar also thought the word 
should not be changed, and he objected 
to declaring by resolution that the United States 
should not be called a nation. Mr. Beck de- 
fended his auggestion and Mr,George announced 
his belief that the United States were one 
peests, one country, and one nation. Mr. Mc- 

berson finaily put an end to the controversy 
by withdrawing his amendment, leaving the - 
resolution as originally drawn. He thea spoke 
for half an hour of the lives of the two men 
whose statues were to be accepted. Mr. 
Blodgett followed with a five-minute apeech en 
the same subject, and then the resolution was 
adopted. 

In the House at about the same hour the 
same business interrupted the ordinary pro- 
ceedings. Mr. J. Watts Kearny, son of Gen. 
Kearny, and Major Halsted of the New-Jersey 
Legislative Committee, sat as guests before the 
front row of members’ seats. Mr. William 
Walter Phelps, Mr. Buchanan, and Mr. Kearny 
of New-Jersey, Mr. Cox of New-York, and Mr. 
Morrow of California made speeches sulogistic 
of the qualities of the twe representative Jersey - 
men. Inthe course of his remarks Mr. Phelps 
sketehed the careers of Stockton and Kearny. 
Of Stockton he said: 


“Stockton was the model of a statesman, fond of 
study and contemplation, a man fitted at every 
point for the duties of peaceful society. Kearny 
was the modol of a soldier, fond of excitement and 
action, aman fitte/l at every point for the stern 
duties of war. Their supreme devotion to patriotic 
duty was the only traitin common. They were two 
most dissimilar types of character and their group- 
ingin equal honor on this occasion teaches us 
another lesson, that an earnest purpose and not a 
special temperament is ail that is necessary to 
make @& man some way iuséful to his 
rey Snag The Quaker blood in Stockton gave 
him that mederation which philosophy says is the 
one essential of statesmanship. The [rish blood in 
Kearny kindledin him that ardor which gives the 
courage to despise obstacles and to anticipate suc- 
cess, qualities which are indispensable to military 
leadership. Stockton did everything after mature 
consideration upon a judgment carefully instructed 
by study and expericnce. He was the great lawyer, 
the wise counselor, the prudent statesman. He 
did not lack in courage, physical or moral. Ho 
wounded and fought off a robber who as- 
saulted him in the streets of London, and met 
the physical privations of his capture without a 
murmur. Nor did he hesitate longer than to con- 
vince his judgment before he declared his inde- 
pendence of & sovereign who had shown him per- 
sonal courtesy and given him public office and 
honor. But for all that he was a natural Conserva- 
tive, who preferred to run no risks, but to stand by 
all precedents where henor. would permit it. 
As farmer, lawyer, Judge, member of Con- 
gress, son, husband, father, and friend, he 
was a model. Tho well-rounded symmetry of his 
character always reminded me of Washington, 
whose friendship he enjoyed.’ Except that Stock- 
ton’s life and character had no military tinge, there 
was a striking resemblance between these two 
men. They were both perfect gentlemen of the 
antique world, ceurteous, dignified, methodical, 
never forgetting themselves, and in justice let me 
say never forgetting any one else whom they 
ought to remember.” 


Of Kearny he said: 


‘He cared nothing, for details; he ignored them 
all, that he mighsé concentrate all his energies upon 
the great principle for which he strove. Toward 
that ebject he rolled in molten stream his past, his 
present, his future, his memories and hopes, his 


‘courage and his parts, all that there was in him. 


Such enthusiasm could not wait for the slew proc- 
esses of reason. He appealed often to instinct, 
knowing that he was a child of genius 
and that genius is kind to her children. The 
appeal was often not im vain, and then 
Indian and Mexican and Aigerine and Italian 
and Confederate, looked upon him in his rapid strat- 
egy and magnificent charge as an inspired madman, 
and yet, when unwilling to trust to these dangerous 
ifts, he appealed to the ordinary processes of man- 
ind. He would show the power to plan and organ- 
ize, which is the basis of the most svulid military 
character. His intensity of nature, however, gen- 
erally controlled him, and brought with it all its 
natural advantages and disadvantages. He could 
see only the object at which he aimed, and in pur- 
suitof that object he would ride roughshod over 
everything in his way, not from indifference, not 
from unkindness, but his look was focused 
on the distant object, and could not be changed. 
Had this fierce enthusiasm, this concentration of 
fiery genius, becn for an unworthy object, it would 
have been inexcusable and baneful, Fortunately, 
it was almost always directed to a noble and un. 
selfish end, and those over whom he rode healed 
their wounds and forgave him, knowing that he was 
riding desperately ata common enemy. Braveas a 
lion, tender as a Woman, his portrait remains the 
beau ideal of a soldier, and the picture of that slim, 
handsome figure riding all alone to its death at 
Chantilly, with his bridle in his teeth and his only 
remaining arm waving his sword, goes down to 
history as symbolic of the character and conduct of 
this gallant leader, the Murat of our volunteer 
army.” 
The statues were unveiled after the speaking 
was over, in the presence of the New-Jersey 
delegation and a considerable throng of specta- 
tors, Mr. Richard Stockton taking the, white 
drapery from the statue of his great-great- 
grandfather, and Mr. J. Watts Kearny draw- 
ing the flag from the bronze figure of Gen. 
Koarny. 





FOOLHARDY FEAT IN A MENAGERIE.

An announcement made by the crier on 
Wednesday evening that a man named William 
Samuels, a local innkeeper and the champion 
boxer of Wales, would enter alone a den of lions 
at Messrs. Wombwell’s menagerie, now at 
Bwansea, caused considerable excitement in 
the town and drew a great crowd to the show. 
At9o’clock the band played ‘‘For he’s a jolly 


good fellew,’” and then Samuels, accompanied 
by Mr. Bostook, the manager of the shew, 
walked up to aden containing a lion and about 
a@ dozen lionesses. A great crowd at once assem- 
bled round the cage. Mr. Bostoek mounted a 
platform and informed the public that his eld 
friend Samuels had voluntéered to perform a 
deed ef daring such as bad rever been done in 
the menagerie since its establishment in 1805. 
Mr. Wiltshire had, he said, recently at 
Cardiff entered the cage in company with 
Mme. Salva, the lion tamer, and*had by 
his action caused a great sonsation in Seuth 
Wales. But Samuels was going to surpass this 
feat, for, though urged to let Mme. Balva ac- 
company him, he declined to enter the den at 
all unless allowed te do so alone.

Attired as a prize 
fighter, and with a blue rosette on his breast, he 
appeared at the entrance to the oage, and 
eudgel in hand boldly entered it. The lions ap- 
eared in no way to reiish this intrusion, and 
t looked as though Samuels would have had a 
warmer welcome than he bargained for, Pos- 
sessed apparently with nerves of stecl, the man 
walked undaunted up totheend of the cage 
where the animals were huddled together 
awaiting only the slightest encouragement 
to spring on the intruder and held 
his eudgel threateningly hefore the 
nose ef the fiervest. Grewls of rage 
greeted this act, but Samuels, in no way discor- 
posed, walked among the animals and made 
them fly right and left before him. This he did 
several times, and on one occasion acted so 
rashiy that grave fears were entertained for his 
safety by these in chargo of the exhibition. 
These—who, as a precaution, were armed with 
red-hot irone—wero ready toact promptly, when 
Samuels again obtained the mastery over his 
savage companions, and showed his fearlessness 
ot them by tiring a loaded pistol at their faces.

FAILURE OF SIEPHEN R. POST, 
A LEADING BEAR. ° 
HE LIABILITIES SAID TO AMOUNT TO 
. $750,000—A suRPRISE TO THE PROD- 
~UCE TRADE. aes x 
Stephen R. Post, one of the most prom- 
_ tment members of the New-York Produce Ex- 
-@hange, failed yesterday. The announcement 
of this fact was made on the bulletin board 
at 2:45 o’clock aud created a decided sensa- 
tion. A rush was made by the big crowd of 
Members who were still on the floor for the bul- 
letin, and thereafter nothing elao was talked of 
bs the brokers and mercharts. The news spread 
‘outside rapidly, and it was very seon the chief 
topic of discussion in almost all of the down- 
town offices. To the great majority ef people 
the failure of no other member of the Produce 
Exchange would come as more bf a surprise. 
About a year azo Post was reputed to be worth 
$1,250,000, and even until yesterday he was 
estimated to be a man of great financial sound- 
ness. He has been a member of the Exchange 
for very many years. He was at first promi- 
nently identified with the provision business 
When that was vastly more ef a business on the 
Exchange than it is now. He made money 


rapidly for a number of years and is credited 
with having made avery large fortune in that 


line. For many years past he has given mest” 


of his attentien te the grain market, and was 
censidered one of the boldest and shrewdest 


operators in wheat and was certainly one of the 
largest operators on the shert side of tne 
market. It was being on the short side. of the 
market that get him into his present difficulty. 
“Long of oats and short of wheat’ was the re- 
mark that many of the old-timers on the Ex- 
change made in commenting on the failure. 

For some time pasi, for reasons which have 
been noted from time to time, wheat has been 
steadily advancing. On Aug. 1 December 
wheat, the active month, was quoted at 96%. 
Since then the lowest figures it has teucked 
were 9415. The hignest touched were reached 
yesterday, when the market closed on Decem- 
ber at 99%, ae against 985g on Monday, when 
Deeember wheat wert up over 2 cents per 
bushel. On July 24 September wheat was 

aoted at 88, and has since advanced to 97. 

here was a corresponding advance in ether 
months, acd Mr. Pest was on the bear side of a 
pretty active market at a very inopportune 
time. 

A year ago last June there was acerner in 
wheat, and Mr. Post is said to have suffered 
some severe losses at that time, when he was 
credited with selling in Chieago and buying 
here. This, however, was not supposed to have 
shaken him vory much. 

All sorts of theories and estimates were made 
by the brokers yesterday as to the extent of 
Mr. Post’s liabilities and his assets. No figures 
that would aid in determining them were eb- 
tainable. When Mr. Post himself was asked 
for an estimate of them he said that it was im- 
possible for bim to say, and he did not care to 
make any. statement about the failure. 

That the extent of it would be $750,000 was 
estimated by many of the members after they 
had recovered from the surprise that the news 
had given them. Even the most conservative 
men were inclined to think that the figures 
would run up very high. He was long of corn 
1,000,000 bushels of October. The corn market, 
however, has been reasonably steady of iate, 
with perhaps a slight advanee, which would be 
in Mr. Pest’s favor. He was short, however, 
from 3,000,000 tu 5,000,000 busbels ef Decem- 
ber, October, and September wheat, and it is 
said tnat his less per bushel on his short 
wheat was from 5 to 6 eents. The 
great excitement which the failure caused will 
probably not be diminishea to-day, when his 
coutracts are breught in on the first call and an 
estimate of the extent ef the failure that will be 
somewhere Near correct can be made. Just how 
mary others will suffer as a result of the failure 
was asubject about which nons of those who 
were seen on the Exchange after the announee- 
mert were abie to give satisfaetory information. 
Mr. Post’s tinaneial standing was so high and 
his business record was so good that of late he 
Was not even called upon for his original mar- 
gius, and from this fact it is argued by some 
that many of those who surround the wheat 
pit every day will be ameng the sufferers. 

Mr. Pest owns considerable real estate in 
Brooklyn, where his home is. and an estate on 
the Hudson, where he spends his Summers. 
His office is in the Produce Exchange Building. 
His assistants there were not abie to furnish 
any intormation about the failure yesterday. 
Sincere sympathy was expressed for him on all 
sides. Ho is a very popular member of the Ex- 
change. He is a Quaker, and has always en- 
joyed a reputation for the higbest business in- 
texrity.

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A RUSSIAN WHO EARNED $4 IN THREE 
WEEKS—NOW FOR BOSTON. 
Congressman Ford’s eemmittee of inves- 
tigation into immigration adjourned yesterday 
after several weeks arduous work and collection 
of unusually interesting testimony to 0 
te Boston, where the imquiry will be re- 
sumed. It is not at all unlikely that the 
committee, after it gets through with Bos- 
ton, will return to this clty, should new 
facts be discovered in the meantime. . The first 
witmess yesterday was Louis 8. Samuel, a dry 
goods importer at 206 Canal-street. At pres- 
ent he is supplying the Government with

mail and cotn bags under contract. He had 
in his empley a Spaniard, named Arnoff, as fore- 
man. Tho latter engaged the 150 men em- 
ployed, The witness said he know nothing 
about Arnoff charging the men a bonus in order 
that they might secure ‘employment. His em- 
pleyes earned all the way from $5 to $10 504 
week, some exceptionally good men earning as 
much as $14a week. After considerable ques- 
tioning the witness finally admitted that his 
foreman was in the habit of: taking fees from 
the workmen. He remembered a man pamed 
Appel eoming to the factory and accusing Arnof 
of extortion. Moet ef his employes, he coaciud- 
ed, were aliens. 

Samuel Kreuts, a Bavarian musician, who 
came to this country in 1885, said he did not 
eome here under contract. He admitted his 
reture to his mative country a year ago and 
coming back with six other musicians, butdenied 
having brought them here under contract, Con- 
gressman Ford renobay, or produced a contract 
into which witness had entered with these 
men and which had been broken by the wit- 
ness. Kreuta said he broke it because he be- 
canre aware thatit violated the centract labor 
law. President ‘Taintor of the Immigration 
Commission then oxplained that if the contract 
labor law were euforced it would re- 
quire six additional inspectors at a year- 
ly salary of $1,500 eaeh. i 
Wagener, a lawyer, testified he 
had been employed by foreigners who had been 
criminals, thieves, and burglars in their native 
land, William Blake, Superintendent of the Out- 
door Poor, then said that 70 per cent. ef those 
supported by the city were of foreign birth. 
The institutions under charge of the Charity 
Cemmissioners were overcrowded, owing to 
fereign immigration. Solomon Valinski of 17 
Chrystie-street, a Hebrew teacher, was the next 
witness. He knew Arnoff. the foreman ef Sam- 
uels’s factory, having worked there last year. 
He was ferced to pay the foreman a bonus of 
$3. If he had not done so he would have been 
unable to procure work. The men employed 
there were all ‘‘greenhorns.” He said he only 
got work enough to make $4 in three weeks, or 
perhaps $1 50 a week. He gave the foreman 
two presents of a$l on each occasion in the 
hove of getting more work, but his. presents 
were ineffectual. ‘‘Other men,” he contended, 
“gave the foreman money every week, but 
what could I give him out of $1 50? Neither 
Arnoff nor Samuels ever spoke to me with ref- 
erence to bringing over workmen, but all the 
men in their employ were immigrants. I came 
from Russia in May of last year.” 

The inquiry was then terminated. 





GREAT CIRCLE SAILING. 


A NEW WORK PREPARED IN THE 
HYDROGRAPHIC OFFICE. 

* Recent Developments in Great Circle 
Sailing” is the name of a work which nas been 
prepared in the United States Hydrographic 
Office, and has for its object the collection into one 
volume ef allthe amalytical processes and the 
description of ail charts and devices: which have 
been constructed for the navigation of the great 
circle track. The work contains the methods, 
among others, of Towson, Airy, Chauvenet, 
Lieut. Hilleret, Freneh Navy; Cemmander C. 


D. Sigsbee, United States Navy, and Mr. Gustave 
Herrle of the United tates Hydrographic 
Otfice. The latter method is undoubtedly the 
simplest yet found for practical use in great 
circle sailing. 

The simplicity of the methods necessary for 
navigating the really circuitous track of the 
Mercator prejection, and the long duration of 
its usage have 80 Pe ularized them with sea- 
men that ne method ef handling charts’ dissim- 
ilar to them will be received with favor. 

Another essential consideration in the con- 
struction of great circle sailing charts is a 
metho that enables one to measure the course 
and distance from the actual positien of the 
vessel independently of any great circle track 
previously laid down, just as the rhumb course 
and distance is measured on the Mercator chart. 

These principies were recognized in the great 
circle charts in preparation in the Hydroyvraphie 
Office. The maturing of them and their publica- 
tion in the form of the present exeellent sailing 
charts bas been due tothis office. They are now 
issued for the Nerth and Seuth Atlantic and 
Indian Oceans. The plate for the latter was 
uged to reproduce, by electrotypiug, plates for 
the North and South Pacific Oceans. It is ex- 
pected that this series of suiling charts will be 
completed during the present tiseal year. ‘Those 
——. pablisned have been received with 
great favor, and bave undergone severe tests 
fer accuracy and utility, and numerous reports 
have been received testifying to their useful- 
ness in lessening the laber of computation on 
the great circle route. 


DECLINED 10 INTERFERE. 


SUIT WILL NOT BE BROUGHT AGAINST 
THE ILLUMINATING COMPANY. 

Commissioner Gibbens of the Board of 
Electrical Control had his prepesed suit against 
the United States Illuminating Company given 
a black eye by Attorney-General Tabor yester- 
day. Some time ago the Commissioners sent a 
petition to Mr. Tabor asking him to bring suit 
against the cempany forthe purpose ef seeuring 
@ dissolution of that corporation, because it had 
tailed to lay its wires under ground in certain 
localities where conduits had been provided for 
them. The petition asserted that in its failure 
to bury its wires the company had violated its 
charter. Mr. Tabor,in his answer toe this peti- 
tion, says he does not feel inelined to interfere 
in the matter, inasmueh as there is now a suit 
ef the city which eevers a somewhat similar 
ground. 

The meeting of the committee, composed of 
Commissieners Gibbens and Moss, which was 
appointed last week to arrange with the com- 
panies some plan by which fewer poles may bo 
used in streets where there are “ho subways, 
was adjourned subject to the call of the Chairman 
yesterday. Either the rain or a laek of interest 
in the subject for discussion kept away the rep- 
resentatives of the companies, 





HER ADOPTED DAUGHTER STOLEN. 

While Mrs. Louisa Hill of 75 Cook-street, 
Williamsburg, was doing laundry work at a 
neighboring house yesterday her son George 
rushed in and told her that his sister had been 
stolen. Mrs. Hill had left both the children at 
home when she went to work. While she was 
away a large woman entered her home and 
dragged away her adepted daughter, Annie, 11 
years old. Mrs. Hill found everything in con- 
fusion, a struggle having taken place. Chairs 
and tables were overturned, and ornaments had 
been pulled from the mantel. Little George, 
who is 5 years old, said Annie fought hard to 
get away from the abductor. 

Mrs. Hill was told by several neighbors that 
Annie had been taken away by a woman whose 
deseription answered that of a Miss Vanden- 
burg, half-sister of the missing girl, who lives at 
85 Himrod-street. There Mrs, Hill went, but 
the Vandeaburgs denied all knowledge of 
Annie’s whereabouts. They advised Mrs. Hill 
to appeal to the police, and she did so. She atill 
believes Annie at Miss Vandenburg’s house. 





NOT AFRAID OF YELLOW JACK. 
President James C. Bayles of the Health

missioner Dr. J. D. Bryant believes that yellow 
tever ie not contagious in this climate, and that 
there is nothing at present to warrant the fear 
that New-York will suifer this yeur from an 
epidemic of yellow fever. If it comes at all tho 
cases will be few, for the department is able to 
deal with them effeetually. President Bayles 
says: “We have already inspected many al- 
leged cases, but we have found no yellow fever.

DANIEL LYONS HANGED. 


desis adil alebedob 
THE MURDERER OF JOSEPH F. 
PAYS THE PENALTY. 

Daniel Lyons was hanged in the yard of 
the Tombs prison at 7:13 o’cloek yesterday 
morning for the murder of Joseph F. Quinn, 
whom he fatally shot on July 5, 1887, at Thirty- 
eighth-street and Second-avenue. Quinn was a 
clerk in the Coffee Exchange, a member of sev- 
eral athletic clubs, and was » handsome young 


fellow of respectable character. Lyons was a 
thief before he became a murderer, and was of a 
class that takes delight in being considered 
© tough.” 

Quinr died at Bellevue Hospital two hours 
after he was sbot. Lyons escaped arrest until 
July 21, when he was captured at Pittsburg, 
Penn., while trying to pawn some silver spoons 
that had recently been stolen. He was incar- 
cerated in the Tombs on July 29, 1887, and was 
put upon trial for murder before Recorder 
Swyth in the Court of General Sessions on 
Sept. 19. On Sept. 26 the jury found him guilty 
of murder in the firat degree, and four days aft- 
erward Recorder Smyth sentenced him to be 
hanged on Noy. 25. An attempt to secure a 
new trial failed. The case was appealed, and 
on Feb. 14 of this year the Court of Appeals af- 
firmed his eonvietion, and Lyons was sentenced 
to be hanged on Friday of last week. Gov. Hill 
respited him forfour days, but refused on Mon- 
day afternoen to commute bis sentence.

He 
was buriea at Calvary Cemetery, where services 
were held in the chapel. Three carriages, cen- 
taining his relatives and a few friends, followed 
the body to the grave. 


RACING FOR A CHAMPION CUP. 
Catboats had a plucky fight yesterday 
afternoon for the Mill Roek Cottage Champion 
Cup. The start was made off Varian & O’Brien’s 
cottage, at the foot of Ninety-second-street, 
with a strong east wind blowing and the rain 


falling in heavy scuds. The course was a tri- 
angular one, from a stakeboat off the cottage 
wharf over to and around a stakeboat off Ward’s 
Island Point, to and around a stakeboat off One 
Hundred and Second-street, bask te the cottage 
wharf, and around this course eight times, a 
distance of 10 miles.

MAY BE KEPT OPEN AFTER SUNSEI. 

Corporation Counsel Henry R. Beekman 
has transmitted to the Department of Public 
Parks an opinion iu whieh he nolds that the city 


has full control over Stuy vesaut-square, to keep 
itepen or closed after sundown. He reviews 
the legal history of the park since it was given 
to the city in 1836 by Peter G. Stuyvesant, and 
Bays: 


“It will be perceived from the statement which I 
have made of the various conditions upon which 
this grant was made that there is no limitation or 
suggestion of limitation upen the city in relation to 
the hours during which it may remain open. The 
main condition is that the land granted shall at all 
times be appropriated to and used exclusively for 
the purposes of a public square. There is certainly 
nothing in this which in any sense makes it im- 
proper or in vivlation of tie condition that the use for 
park purposes may not beas extensive as the city 
may determine or circumstances admit of. Whether 
or not the park shall be opened at night, instead of 
being closed at sundown, is purely a question of ad- 
ministration with which the city authorities 
charged with jurisdiction over the public parks and 
places in this city are concerned, and a determina- 
tion so to open the rh ti is rather in the line of a 
fuller compliance with the requirements of the deed 
than otherwise.” 


The Park Board will hold a meeting to-day at 
which the question of keeping open the square 
after sundown will probably be considerea.

POOR START. 

A more disagreeable day for racing than 
yesterday it would be hard toimagine. Yetin 
apite ef the rain there wasa good erowd at the 
‘Moumouth Park traek, 4,000 or 5,000 in all, 
including singularly enough, about the same 
number of women as on a pleasaot day, a fact 
which goes far to prove that the women have 
the betting fever even stronger than the men. 
If they didn’t do the heavy betting yesterday 
they certainly were persistent bettors, aud 
from the opening dash up to the steepiechase 
they kept the messenger boys running through 
the rain te place their five and ten dollar 
wagers. And singularly enough, too, they 
were freqiently fortunate in finding the win- 
ning horses than the men. 

It was too wet and the track and paddock 
were too sloppy and mushy to allow of much in 
the way of sonsation. About the enly thing in 
that line was “ #nappor” Garrison’s complaint 
to the judges because a track officer, Starter 
Caldwell, had been one of the parties to circu- 
late-a report that Garrison, who rode King Idle, 
had a betof $1,000 on George Oyster, the two 
horses meeting in the same race en Saturday, a 
dash in which Maroon, an outsider, won, but in 
which Garrison’s mount, King Idle, beat Oyster 
out for the place. Singularly enough, no atten- 
tion was paid tothe complaint by the judges, 
Mr. Withers putting an end to the charges and 
counter-charges made by Caldwell and Garrison 
by the assertion that he, too, had heard the 
stories about Garrison having backed Oyster.

Tho heavy going im the stretch 
finally told on the filly in spite of the light 
weight, and Joe Lee, smartly ridden by Ander- 
800, came through the slush with a lively burst 
of speed and won the dash by @ length from 
Mary T., who beat Niagara by a length and a 
half, the favorite, Strideaway, who was nover a 
good mud horse, finishing fourth, pulled up. 
The fortunate racegoers who remembered Joe 
Lee’s ability to fun in the mud pulled off a goed 
thing, as they cot 3 to 1 against him. 

Mr. Cauldwell made about the worst start he 
has this yearin the Select Stakes. He had a 
field of but eight. hurses to get away, but he sent 
them off with Tipstatf having three lengths the 
best it, aud Sorrento adozen ortwenty lengths 
the worst of it. All the rest were in a strageling 
sort of bunch. Soon after the start Littlefiela 
sent Fides through and after the leader, who 
had opened up a bie gap of a nalf dozen lengths, 
By the time the first quarter pole was reached, 
Tipstaff, having been eased up a bit, had but two 
lengths advantage over Fides, who was two 
lengths before Blue Rook, he having a head the 
best of Auricoma, who was running well in hand.

Sir Dixon 
managed to maintain atrifling lead until abouta 
sixteenth of a mile from home, when George 
Oyster got on even terms with him, and beat 
him home by a neck in the final struggle, thus 
snatching the rich stakes from the Dwyers, 
against whom Luck seems to have a peculiar 
grudge. 

There were but three starters in the race ata 
mile and three-sixteenths, Hypocrite, Rupert, 
and Supervisor, who were fancied in the bet- 
ting in the order named. There was very little 
raving toit. Supervisor made the running for 
three-quarters of a mile, with Hypocrite second 
and Rupert last. When Superviser quit, tired 
out, Hypocrite went to the froat and won 
handily as possible by alength frem Rupert, 
the latter beating Supervisor heme by 10 
lengths. 

Six of the nine original entries started in the 
five-furlong dash, and all six were very well 
backed, with Britannic the favorite, and Umpire 
a strong second choice. In fact, Umpire was 
backed by the knowing ones as if there were no 
other horse in the race, and his winning would 
virtually be a walk-over. Umpire did go outin 
front when the fiag fellanda he staid there all 
threugh the race, with Britannic close up te 
him. Umpire would unquestionably have been 
the good thing he was thought to be if it had 
not been for an unfortunate swerve in the 
home stretch by which he plainly and badly 
fouled Britannic. The latter was then beaten 
out by Umpire, the pair finishing a length 
apart, and a half dozen lengths before Harry 
Russell.

A MYSTERIOUS FRENCHMAN. 


STRANGE CIRCUMSTANCES SURROUND- 
ING LOUIS DEMONT’S LIFE. 

Louis Demont, or Danthault, as he some- 
times called himself,a Frenchman about 50 
years old, died suddenly Jast Friday at the New- 
York Hospital from the effects of blood poison- 
ing, anda mystery is the result of the occurrence, 

For the past five years Danthault, by which 
name he was known to his employer, was en- 
gazed a3 a designer of embroidery in the factory 
of the Kursheedt Manufacturing Company, 143 
West Nineteenth-street. Abeut three weeks 
ago he was taken sick and afew days later Mr. 
Kursheedt called at his room, 127 West Houston- 
street, to find out how he was. Danthawt was 
out at the time, and Mr. Kursheedt was greeted 
by acomely young Frenchwoman, who, to his 


astonishmeat—for Danthault had always repre- 
sented himself te his employer as a bachelor— 
informed dim that she was Danthault’s wife, 
and called herself Mrs, Louis Demont. 

The Frenchman continued to grow worse, but 
it was not thought that his life was in danger. 
Last Friday he was taken to the New-York Hos- 
pital, where one hour after his arrival he sud- 
denly expired without having an opportunity 
of cemmunicating with his wife or any friends. 

The mysterious part of the affair appeared 
a few days later, when Mrs. Demont called at 
the offiee of the Kursheedt Manufacturing Com- 
pany and informed the members of the firm of 
the death of her husband, and also stated that 
she was left in destitute circumstances. Mr. Kur- 
sheedt was much surprised, as he was certain 
that the dead maa was worth considerable 
money. In fact his late employe had frequent- 
ly showed him railroad stoeks and bonds belong- 
ing to himself amounting to a comfortable 
sum, and Lad also. often mentioned the fact of 
having money in saving banks, 

His wife said that she had never heard any- 
thing ef this,and that her husband always 
pleaded great poverty asareason for the penu- 
Tilous style In which they lived. Search was 
made at once among the dead man’s papers, but 
nothing of value was discovered, although Mr. 
Kursheedt is quite positive that Demont was 
worth fully $5,000 at the time of his death.

IT WAS A SUIOIDE. — 
CLEARING UP THE MYSTERY SURROUND- 
ING THE PARK-ROW CASE. 


_ Inspector Williams and Capt. Carpenter 
of the Oak-street command began early yester- 
day merning to unravel the mystery surround- 
ing the death of the man who Monday after- 
noon died from a pistol-shot wound in the hall- 
way of 73 Park-row, which adjoins Hillen’s 
Bridge Exchange. The subordinate’s experience 
has made him a little lacking in acumen and as 
little apt to jump to conclurions as his superior, 
so that when lastevening they, Corener Eidman 
and Central Office Detectives Crowley, Tessaro, 
and McNaught, desided that the man was Fer- 
nandino Salzanini, or Cesarini, or Serzanini, also 
nicknamed Rosolio, after the Italian fashion of 
assuming, pseudonyms, formerly an em- 
ploye of the Street-Cleaning Department and 
more recently a padrone, and that he died by 
his own hand, the tragedy appeared to be 
stripped of the mystery with which well-meaning 
theorists had cloaked it. Chief Deteetive Byrnes 
foreshadowed this determination of the case 
early in the day when he visited the Fourth 
Precinct Station House and questioned the pris- 
oner, Bernard Manning. On leaving him the 
Inspector said that the man had had nothing te 
do with Salzanini’s death. 

Much conflicting information came in during 
the morning and the early afternoon, but Man- 
ning was purged ef suspicion by Interpreter 
Frederick Fischer of Civil Justice Monell’s 
court. Mr. Fischer told Coroner Eidman that 
at the time of the shooting he was near Hillen’s 
and heard the shot in the hallway. He rushed 
in to find that a young man in alight suit had 
preceded him. Salzanini lay as has been de- 
scribed, and the young man picked up the re- 
volver which lay beside him, remarking, ‘‘ He’s 
done for,” and passed out. Mr. Fischer went 


aes 


-to the Oak-street station house, saw Man- 


ning, and said decisively, after scanning 
him closely, that he was not the magn who pre- 
ceded him in the hallway and who went out 
with. the pistol. That man was younger and 
was well dressed. Mr. Fischer added that he 
went home convinced that the man he saw in 
the hallway had committed suicide, but when 
he read the morning papers he saw that his 
testimony was necessary in the case. Then 
came a crowd of witnesses to prove the dead 
man’s identity and fortify the stery of Mr. 
Fischer. 

Joseph Ceccarili or Cignarelle of 65 Mul- 
berry-street saw Salzanini at 3 o’clock Mon- 
day afternoon at Mulberry-street and Park- 
row, and on leaving him Salzanini said: 
“Ifl’'m not home at supper to-night I shall 
have killed myself.” Domenice Micheletti of 
93 Park-street, whose daughter married Salza- 
“nini’s son, and David C. Bourguin of Rosebank, 
Staten Island, positively identified the pistol 
which was taken from the hallway and left near 
a fruit stand close to Hillen’s as Salzanini’s. 
William Lamberti of 146 Mott-street, Salzanini’s 
brother-in-law, was mere positive about the 
pistol, as he had _ often borrowed it 
of him when he went into the country. 
Detective Van Buskirk ef the Pennsylvania 
Railroad, came to announce that he could pro- 
duce W. H. Van Duzen, float captain in the em- 
ploy of the company, who lives at Plainfield, 

.J. Van Duzen was passing Hillen’s, and was 
in front of the hallway when the shot was fired, 
so that, turning, he saw Salzarini stagger and 
fallin his death agony. No one was near him, 
and in the evening Van Duzen spoke of what he 
saw as the suicide of a man in ahallway. The 
autopsy revealed pewder imbedded in the skin 
where the bullet entered the head. 

Manning, who during the day had maintained 
a stolid demeanor when Mr. Fischer said that 
he was not the mang who picked up the pistol in 
the hallway, was remanded back to the station 
house, but later Corener Eidman discharged 
him on his own recognizance and his promise 
that he would be at the Coroners’ office at 10 
o’clock this morning, when the inquest will be 
begun. The testimony before the Ceroner yes- 
terday showed that Salzarini was, up toa few 
months age, a gangman in the Department of 
Street Cleaning, and more recently a hirer of 
Italian laborers for railroads. He last lived en 
the seventh floor of a tenement house at Mott 


and Grand streets. He was born in Tuscany in- 


1848, and when he came to America with a son 
who is now at West Rutland, Vt, he left a wife 
end son behind. What became of his wife is 
not known, but six years ago Salzarini married 
the widow of an Italianf whose maiden 
name was Maggio Ryan. She rebelled against 
his authority six weeks ugo when he announced 
that his money was~nearly all spent, and, 
assuming her maiden name, went into service 
at Islip, Long Island. She remainefl there but 
a short time, and her address had not last night 
beer found by the police. 

A Brooklyn detective went to Capt. Carpenter 
last night and told hima Manning’s history. He 
lived at 155 Prospect-street, and had a clean 
record ao faras the detectives knew, but haunted 
the Bowery late at night, and often peddled 
pinchbeck watches and jowelry. Manning said 
that on Monday he came to New-York with 
Frederick Wendel of 323 Plymouth-street, 
Brooklyu, went with him to pay his rent, drank 
with him in Ann-street, and walked up Park- 
row with him. Wendel corroborated this story. 

The polies hope that to-day the only missing 
link in the evidence that establishes the story 
of suicide will be supplied by the man who 
picked up the pistol and took it to the fruit 
stand. Capt. Carpenter believes that this was 
done on the impulse of the moment. The man 
did not mean to steal the pistol, but once in the 
street realized that he had done something that 
might get him into trouble and hastened to dis- 
pese of the weapon.

SOUTH RONDOUT SWEPT BY FIRE. 

Ronpovut, N. Y., Aug. 21.—The most de- 
structive fire that ever occurred in South 
Rondout was that of this morning. At one 
time it leoked as if the entire village weuid be 
swept away by the flames, but the efforts of the 
firemen and citizens saved it. Before the fire 
was got under control an area of land 350 feet 
front and 300 feet deep, fronting on the Rondout 


Creek, was burned. It included a large brick 
malthouse ewned by Neidlinger, Sehmidt & 
Co. of New- Yerk City, two: iceliouses, one with 
a@ capacity of 22,000 tona and the otherof 11,000 
tons, ewned by the Brewers’ Ice Company, aigo 
of New-York City; eflices, sheds, toolheuses, 
and a portion of Conrad  Hiltebraidt’s 
boat yard, all of which were de- 
stroyed, The estimated loss foets up 
nearly $100,000, as _ follows: Malthouse,

$14,000; Hiltebrandt’s loss, $10,000. Seme of

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CASTLE GARDEN AUTHORITIES 

AROUSED IO ACTION, 

4 MEETING AT WHICH SOME QUESTIONS 
WILL BE ASKED—ONTARIO ANP 
WESTERN’S POSITION. 

The trunk lines are in a deal of trouble 
and the immigrant rate war has developed inte 
an unfortunate state of affairs. Passenger 
Commissioner Pierson comes in for his full 
share of the unpleasant situation. The Exceu- 
tive Committee of the Trunk Line Passenger 
Association has taken Mr. Piersen’s Castle 
Garden authority from him and given it ite 
the exclusive charge of C. F. Deane, who kas 
heretofore been acting agent. Thia ta regarded 
as @ severe blow to the Passenger Commissien- 
er. Mr. Pierson has not agreed with either the 
Emigration Commissioners or the steamship 
lines for some time. Mr. Doane, however, is 
no more popular with these officials and com- 
panies than his predecessor. Monday he notified 
the Emigration Commissioners that he would 
no longer handle the baggage of immigrants, az 
is specified that he shall de by the contract be- 
tween the trunk lines and the Commisstuners. 
This was immediately taken up by the Secretary 


of the board, and thia letter was written yes 
terday to Henry Monett, General Passengei 
Agent of tho New-York Centra! Road: 


NEw-YORK, Aug. 21, 1888. 
Henry Monett, Esqg., General Passenger Agent New- 
York Centrat Rawlroad Company : 

DEAR Sik: Mr. ©. F. Doane, the agent of your com. 

any at Castle Garden, having this day rotitied the 
Commissioners of Emigration that he wili na 
longer carry out the provisions of your contract 
with this board, you are requested to be present at 
@ meeting of the Castle Garden Committees, which 
will be held at Castle Garden to-morrow at noon, in 
referonce thereto. Yours. respectfully, 

; H. J. JACKSON, Secretary. 

Mr. Jackson said to a TIMEs reporter yester- 
day: “Messrs. Pierson, Doane and company have 
tried to control the imm‘grant business of the 
Garden, as it has never been, and should never be, 
controlied. Mr. Pierson isdictatorial. Mr. Doane 
is no better. By refusing to handle the baggage 
of immigrants he has broken the trunk line con- 
tract and the Commissioners are thus empow- 
ered toexpel the agency from Castle Garden. 
At to-morrow’s meeting an explanation will be 
demanded. As tothe handling of this baggage 
the Commissioners wanted the work left them, 
but upon the urgent request of the trunk lines 
it was turned over to the latter.” 

Mr. Doane claims that he is willing to handle 
the baggage of the lines he rep:esents, but not 
that of the Ontario and Lackawanna Roads. 
The latter, however, are willing to handle the 
baggage of their passengers. Notices have been 
also sent to the General Passenger Agents of ail 
the other trunk lines, requesting them to be 
present at the meeting to-day. There is consid- 
erable talk to the effect that both Mr. Pierson 
and Mr. Doane will be ejected from the Garden 
a3 a@ compromise between the trunk lines and 
the Emigrant Commissioners, and some otber 
agent appointed. 

‘ollowing close came the news that the Penn- 
sylvania Company had given notices that it 
woulda withdraw its road from representation at 
the First Ward Joint Ottice, at 1 Broadway. 
This office, therefore, is to be abolishea about 
Sept. 1. Affairs have not been run very 
smoothly there either, nearly all the lines hav- 
ing failed to adhere to agreements. 

As to the present war in immigrant rates, 
which was begun by the trunk lines and is 
assuming larger propertions each day, the 
trunk lines are thought to be weakening. Fully 
one-half the immicrant passengers are being 
shipped by way of elther the Lackawanna or 
Ontario Road. The Trunk Line Passenger As- 
sociation has become inactive, and has had to 
withdraw the reduced rates to California, the 
transcontinental lines having refused to prorate 
under any circumstances. At the Commuission- 
er’s office yesterday it was said that no action 
would be taken on the cut rates made by the 
Wisconsin Central, but that ‘the road would be 
allowed to go on to the end of its rope.” 

President Thomas P. Fewler of the New-York, 
Ontario and Western Railroad started last night 
on a tour of inspection over the lines of his own 
pomg pred and those of the companies with which 
the Ontarie and Western have trafiie relations. 
There has been so much misunderstanding and 
misrepresentation of the azgressive posi- 
tion en by the Ontario Road in the re- 
cent trunk line fight over immigrant traitic that 
statements made by President Fowler to a 
friend with whom he discussea this matter last 
night have just Yow a special interest in the 
railway world, 3s well as in Wall-street. Presi- 
dent Fowler spoke with a good deal of earnest- 
ness, and he threw light upon the position 
in the trunk line troubles thas bas been taken 
by the Grand Trunk Company, with whose of- 
ficers Mr. Fowler has close friendiy business re- 
lations. 

“Concerning immigrant business,” said Presi- 
dent Fowler, “the position of the Ontario and 
Western Company is not generally understood. 
We did not begin the cutting of rates, and our 

ople co-operated with Mr. Pierson’s bureau so 

ong a8 our interests could be fully protectet. 
Under an arrangement with other lines we were 
entitled to 12 per cent. ef the immigrant busi- 
ness, ne more, no less. We charged the usual 
immigrant rates, and devoted our attention to 
making immigrants who traveled over our line 
as comfortable as pessiblee We gave them 
clean cars and ran them threugh in quick time, 
For that reason some of the steamship agents 
and boarding house people favored our 
line, and there need have been no diffi- 
culty in giving our company its full share. We 
reported our operations to the bureau and gave 
the Commissiener access to our books and con- 
tributed our share of the expenses. The ar- 
rangement, as I have said, entitled this com- 
pany to 12 per cent. of the whole business, and 
we did not agree to acceptas our propertion 
12 per cent. of the traffic after the Delaware, 
Lackawanna and Western had secured one- 
quarter of the whole business. The bureau, not 
being able to control the Lackawanna agents or 
put a stop to Mr. Mauller’s raids in the First 
Ward, we determined to ioox out for ourselves 
and protect the interests of our own company 
and its associate, the Rome, Watertown and 
Ogdensburtg Railroad. 

*“] am anxious to co-operate with other lines 
in maintaining fair rates, on all classes of traffic, 
and, of course, would much rather secure ressou- 
able rates than conduct business for little or 
no profit. We are not co-operating with the 
Lackawanna people, ner have we any sympathy 
with them or regard for their methods. Wo 
simply intend te proteet the business rights of 
this company, and shall continue to do so as 
long as the Commissioners admit theif inability 
to centrol the other lines and so protect us. [ 
can state authoritatively that eur Grand Trunk 
friends are determined, se far as possible, to 
maintain rates, and are anxious to do what 
they can to restore peace and harmony 
and secure fair returns for what 
business they do in connection with 
this and other connecting companies. Sir 
Henry Tyler, General Manager Hickson, and 
Mr. Seargeant, the Grand Trunk Traflic. Maa- 
ager, are conservative railroad people of expert- 
ence and ability, and will net assist this or any 
other company in methods which are unfair to 
other lines, or whieh tend to demoralize rates 
er disturb the business of the country. We 
have not asked for nor do we expect oo-opera- 
tion in this direction, and, as stated, lum more 
than willing, so long as the rights of the com- 

any I represent are fairly considered and can 
be reasonably protected, to earnestly co-operate 
with the officers of ether companies in restor- 
ing harmony and in placing rates on a dsasis 
whieh will be reasonabiy remunerative and just 
to all shippers and the publio generally.”
